NO NATIONAL CONVENTION 


As many of the readers of this 
magazine know, we were ap- 
proached regarding making an 
attempt to bring the National 
Square Dance Convention to New 
Engiand. With the decline in our 
numbers, we felt the only logical way 
Lo accomplish this goal was to get all 
of New England involved. 

We were pleased with the dancer 
response encouraging the attempt. 
We even heard from several clubs in 
New York that encouraged the 
concept. Several of the people who 
responded said “Put our names on 
the list to help out!” 

Within the criteria of bringing the 
convention into a area, you need 
various endorsements, We felt if the 
New England CO-OP endorsed the 
idea, that would give the effort a 
great start. 

We did not receive their endorse- 
ment. EDSARDA, NECCA and 
NECORTA all voted within their 
associations to say “No.” We heard 
various comments such as "We don't 
have enough dancers," "The regula- 
tions are too strict,” “We don't have 


enough people to be on the commit- 
tee," "A lot of our people are tired" 
plus others. 

АП the three associations were 
asked to do was say "Yes, we think 
it is a great idea and we endorse 
the effort." They were not asked to 
make the presentation or get the 
people who would serve on the 
steering committee in an attempt 
to bring the idea to fruition. We 
believe the three associations did a 
disservice to square dancing in 
New England. 

We will never know if the next 
step, getting people involved and 
preparing for the actual bid presen- 
tation, would have materialized. We 
had until December of this year to do 
that. If we were successful at getting 
the people involved, then we had 
until June 2003 to prepare the bid 
presentation which would have been 
made in Oklahoma. If we did not get 
the people necessary to make this 
next step happen, then the concept 
would have stopped at that point, 

We respect the decision made but 
we do not agree with it.

Action:

2, Release hands, partners face and back away 4 steps (boys toward the 
center, girls toward the wall.) 

3. Face new partner to the right. Take a step forward, and a step back, 
joining right hands if it makes it easier. 

4. Back to back, passing new partner by right shoulder. 

5. Swing new partner around twice. 

6. Promenade new partner.

DISHRAG DANCE 
FORMATION: Sicilian circle (or can be done as a scatter dance, in which 
couples start anywhere). 
MUSIC: Polka 
ROUTINE: 
А1: Circle left in fours, then circle right. 


A2: Still holding hands 1's (clockwise couples) make an arch and 2's pass 
under. Then 2's turn AWAY from each other (keeping hands joined) and 
pass their still-joined hands over their own heads and over the 1's heads 
to make a clover-leaf, admire it, and lift the arch back to reform. (Wring 
out the dishrag.) Then 2's make the arch, 1's pass under. 

Bt: RH star; LH star. 

B2: Polka off to find new couple (for the scatter version) or do forward and 
back and pass thru (for normal Sicilian circle). 
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As I write this month's column I have 
just finished entering the final data from 
my annual survey of attendance at New 
England square dances. Some of you 
may have forgotten what this is all about 
so let me review, briefly, the origins. At a 
CO-OP Committee meeting in 1986 there 
was a discussion of the slowing growth 
of square dancing. In response to a 
general sense of gloom I suggested that 
we really didn't know whether our 
activity was growing or shrinking. We 
had, after all, never made any effort to 
gather actual information. 

The CO-OP delegates responded by 
authorizing an annual survey of actual 
attendance at square dances in New 
England. We decided on the month of 
November expecting that those with 
vacation homes would have returned 
and that those who went south for the 
winter would not yet have left. Since then 
[have been collecting data from as many 
clubs as would cooperate. I get an actual 
count of the number of people attending 
Friday and Saturday square dances 
during November. 

As personal computer capabilities 
have improved ] have been able to 
manage the data more easily than I did 
that first year. Also your editor 
suggested in 1989 that we ask each club 
to tell us how many people they had in

class. The data is not rigorous enough 
to be a truly accurate scientific analysis. 
It is, however, a big enough study to 
provide dependable information about 
the trend of participation. The results 
will not surprise anyone but it is 
interesting to see particularly that the 
attendance at dances has dropped much 
more slowly than the size of classes. The 
number of clubs reporting has also 
dropped over the years. 

To provide some degree of 
consistency in the data I have based the 
attendance results on dances for which 
I have data in each of the past five years. 
The number of dances meeting this 
requirement has dropped from over 100 
in the early (1989) years to just 42 in 
2001, The average attendance has gone 
from a peak of 92 people in 1991 to last 
year's average of 55. The average class 
size has gone from the 1989 count of 22.5 
to the 2001 average size of 8. 

All this data collection is interesting. 
It is also, so far as 1 can tell, the only 
time that ANY actual count has been 
collected to indicate what was actually 
happening in modern square dancing. 
The bottom line from all this is the 
obvious conclusion. When the number 
of people who learn to square dance 
shrinks, the size and number of dances 
will also shrink.

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A New Organization 


There is a new organization in our 
aren dedicated to revitalizing square 
dancing. The Square & Round Dance 
Foundation of Rhode Island, Inc. was 
founded in the spring ol 2001 by a small 
group of dancers dedicated to keeping 
square dancing alive and well in 
southeastern New England, The 
Vuundation was awarded 501(¢)(5) 
non-profit status by the Internal 
Revenue Service last December for the 
purpose of "preserving and promoting 
squarc daneing iu the southeastern 
New England area” 

Cyndy Chase, chairman of the Board 
ol Trustees, explained that the primary 
tinction of the Foundation is to raise 
funds by applying for grants. These 
funds, Cyndy said, will be used to create 
programs that reach out to the general 
public to raise awareness of what 
square dancing has to offer from both 
a cultural and social perspective. 

"Getting the »501(c)(3) was а 
daunting project," Cyndy explained. 
"Not long ago it was a pretty simple 
process. Today, only about 25 percent 
of the applications are approved. But 
that may have been the easy part. Now 
comes the even more challenging task 
of making our Foundation stand out 
among the many other deserving 
organizations in competing for funds. 

"In light of our target audience and 
today’s attitudes, opinions, and 
lifestvles," Cyndy added, "our 
Foundation will examine everything 
square dancing is and does with a 
eritical eye and an open mind. It is 
essential that we demonstrate to 
potential donors that our house is in 
order and that we are going in the 
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right direction.” 

The Foundation. recently launched 
its first fundraising effort — an 
announcement introducing the 
Foundation accompanied by a request 
(io Include return address labels 
promoting square dancing) for “seed 
money” from area square dancers. Paul 
Barnum, treasurer, explained that this 
request is for basies such as postage. 
stationery, and office supplies that 
virtually any organization needs in 
order to function, 

“We passed the hat amongst our 
founders to get our initial mailing out” 
Paul said. “Donations received trom 
this mailing are being used for 
additional mailings. Our goal is to 
reach every active square dancer in 
southeastern New England in the next 
month or two. So far, the response has 
been excellent!” 

Other projects the Foundation is 
developing at this time are a bequest 
program to encourage dancers 10 take 
a positive step in sharing square 
dancing with future generations, and 
an educational program designed to go 
into the schools to introduce square 
dancing to a completely new 
generation. Taking the lead of a highly 
acclaimed program recently launched 
by Sonja Mogel in the Attleboro area, 
the program is being designed to tie in 
with the specific academic, physical, 
and/or social objectives of each schoo! 
or school system.

The Hotfoot 
Stompers Square Dancers graduated 
14 new dancers in 2001 and recently 
graduated 26 new dancers. Both groups 
were taught by Caller Dean Libby. They 
are doing something RIGHT in Coon 
Rapids, Minnesota, 

1 read Pat Demerath’s ACA 
Viewpoint column in the May 2002 ASD 
issue with much pleasure. He 
encourages callers and dancers to form 
square dance clubs in cities and towns 
that do not have a square dance club. 
He gives a step-by-step business/ 
marketing plan that has worked well for 
him. We suggest you reread and study 
his article. He has several great ideas 
like Step 12 where he suggests уоп 
begin developing the club name, 
badges, ete. during the classes- He ts 
really saying that there is no such thing 
as CAN'T. We could not agree more, 

If every area caller and dancer 
organization set a goal of starting a new 
square dance elub in a community that 
no longer has an active square dance 
club we would add over a hundred new 
clubs and we would introduce square 
dancing to over a thousand people. We 
can do it if we want to do it. We just 
have to do it. 

"t mentions that many square 
dance leaders and callers believe that

they can’t start a new club because 
halls are loo expensive, not cnough 
callers and no potential dancers. He 
takes issue with all three excuses, We 
do too. 

We recently did a study of where 
Wisconsin square and round dance 
clubs dance. Our findings follow: 

Senior Centers - 14 

Community Centers - 12 

Church Halls - 15 

Schools - 14 

Eagles Halls - 2 

Masonic Lodges - 2 

American Legion Halls - 4 

Taverns, Restaurants & Motels - 4 
City, Town, and Municipal Centers- 7 
Other - 6 

Over half of the Wisconsin square & 
round danee clubs danee in senior 
centers, eommunity centers, church 
related halls and schools. Town halls 
and municipal centers are popular 
dance locations too. 

Jam sure that similar facilities are 
available at affordable prices in your area. 

Regarding there not being enough 
allers, I can see this being a problem 
in some locations, especially west of the 
Mississippi River. However, in most 
areas, caller availability is not a 
problem. And, if your area does have 
this problem, maybe you could 
encourage someone to become a caller 
or, better yet, take up calling. 

Concerning no potential dancers 
being available to start a new club,

this is simply not true. Square dancing 
fulfills basic human needs of 
friendship and exercise. Marketing is 
the answer. If you let the public know 
that you are going to start a square 
dance club in their community 
through a good marketing plan you 
will get new dancers. 
We suggest you reread Pat's article 
and then simply say, LET'S DO IT! 
John Comes, Membership Chairman 
of the Mason-Dixon Square Dance 
Federation, has been studying the 
percentages of new dancers who 
become club members. His findings are 
most interesting. For example, he 
reported in the May 2002 issue of Cues 
'n Tips, the voice of the Square & 
Round Dancers of the Mason-Dixon 
Square Dancers Federation that only 
49% of the newly graduated dancers 
became club members during the first 
vear after graduation. The percentages 
for the period 1996 through 2000 follow: 
1996 -59% 1997 - 66% 
1995 - 39% 1999-57% 2000 - 66% 
We know it is possible that these 
newly graduated dancers could be 
square dancing without being club 
members but it is quite unlikely. The club 
atmosphere is the basis for fulfilling 
those needs of friendship and fitness. 
John provides additional statistics for 
the 2* year through the 6^ year. We will 
report only his findings for those dancers 
who graduated in the Spring of 1996. 
Percentage that became club 
members during the 1* year - 59% 
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Percentage that were still members 

during the 2% year - 39% 

Percentage that were still members 

during the 3^ year - 26% 

Percentage that were still members 
during the 4% year - 19% 

Percentage that were still members 
during the 5^ year - 17% 

Percentage that were still members 

during the 6" year - 13% 

We are confident that John's findings 
apply to just about any area, state or 
province. In a nutshell, most of our new 
dancers are no longer dancing (13% in 
the Mason-Dixon area of Maryland) 
within a six year period. As I have said 
many times, only the die-hards stay; the 
rest just fade away and vote with their 
feet by not walking through the front 
door of vour dance hall. 

Many suggested solutions have been 
given over the years and little or 
nothing gets changed. Maybe vou have 
some fresh ideas that may solve our 
terrible new dancer retention rate. 
Please send your comments and 
thoughts to the editors of The 
Northeast Square Dancer Magazine. 1 
am sure that Pat and Ed would love to 
hear from you, especially if vou are a 
relatively new dancer.

After many years of selling fabric, 
notions, doing alterations, seam- 
stress work and even a consignment 
corner, Granny is retiring. Аз we 
spoke last Tuesday night, she con- 
fided that she would still do "some 
sewing from home." The reason I'm 
telling you all this is that...] GOT 
SOME GREAT BUYS ON FABRIC, Not 
that I needed any, do any of us really 
need to add to our stash? But a good 
buy is a good buy!! 

Well the point of this 1...1 pur- 
chased some fake dotted Swiss. You 
know the kind that with every washing 
some of the dots wear down. | have 
always loved dotted Swiss; from the 
time I saw the first dress as a child. 
(Now you know my age). You just don't 
see it in fabric stores and never in any 
ready to wear. | purchased 10 yards of 
the (what I think is) most beautiful 
light blue dotted Swiss. Well, here 
came the problem. The fabric is so 
sheer that a lining was needed for the 
bodice but heck; I don't want to line it. 
Somewhere in my stash of clippings 
and notes from sewing clinies I 
remembered a technique about sewing 
small tucks and then sewing them first 
one way and then the other. 1 
remembered that the instructions said 
it would give body to a sheer fabric. 1 
have 10 yards; | can try this and not 
worry if it doesn't work. Well, I tried it 
and the results are what | wanted. 1 
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only used this 
tucking (Паќег 
found it is ealled floating tucks) on the 
bodice. I think I will try this again and 
use the tucking as an accent or even do 
the sleeves of one outfit. Hey, I have 
enough fabric that I might just make a 
blouse using my new-found fun thing 
to do. 

1 must caution you to be sure that 
you tuck enough fabric before you do 
any cutting of the pattern. Try this and 
have fun..... 

I used + yard of fabric for my trial. I 
don't know an easy way to judge how 
much fabrie you will need over the 
amount called for; maybe the mathema- 
tician in your house could help with 
this. Smartest man 1 know said, "Just 
make it larger." I marked the fabric 
with a water-soluble pen in lines that 
run parallel- 1 inch apart. I first tried to 
pin and just stitch but my stitehes were 
not running true. 1 found that my zipper 
foot worked to keep my stitches on line. 
Fold the fabric on the line and stitch 1/ 
S inch from the fold, being sure to stitch 
from the same direction each time. No 
need to hurry. After you've stitched all 
the tucks you may want to press them. 
The instructions said “press them all, 
first to one side, and then to the other.” 
l only finger pressed, as | was afraid of 
too much pressing on this sheer fabric. 
Now the next part is somewhat 
tricky,...I didn't follow directions but I

did it my way. The directions said to 
“mark a line in the center with a water- 
soluble pen that will cross the tucks ata 
90 degree angle." What I did was to start 
at the edge of the piece of fabric and 
marked lines 1 inch apart that erossed 
the tucks. Hey same difference, I think. 
Anyway my way worked too!! Stiteh on 
this line. First you will stitch going in 
one direction with the fold being 
stitehed toward you. Turn the fabric 
around and stitch the next row. This 
row will have the fold being stitehed 
toward you. You will have one set of 
tucks going one way and the other going 
in the opposite direction. Floating 
Tucks. You can now cut out your 
pattern. Make sure you have your tucks 
placed going in the direction that is 
pleasing to you. I turned mine this way

and that to make sure | had the correct 
way for the give and take of the pattern. 
This tucking will give the fabric a 
different feel and on certain fabrics may 
change the way it needs to be cut out. I 
am very pleased with the way this looks 
and the dress really doesn't need any 
other embellishment, that would just be 
too much. With the full shirt and the 
novelty bodice, it really looks just as 1 
imagined when I first saw the bolt of 
fabric. The bodice almost looks as if it's 
made from a complementary fabric, not 
the same as the skirt portion. 

I hope you can do some of this tucking. 
As you can read, it's not hard and really 
not that time consuming to make. Just 
make sure you tuck before you cut.

He has 
traveled all over the country inter- 
viewing members of the Sets in Order 
Societies Hall of Fame, recipients of 
the CALLERLAB Milestone Award, 
the Silver Spur and Golden Halo as 
well as national and regional 
leaders in thirty six states and 
leaders from Canada, En- 
gland, Australia and New 
Zealand. We should also 
add that this is a strictly 
voluntary project that ex- 
cept for the hospitality tendered by 
dancers and leaders has been done at 
his own expense with no thought of 
monetary reward. 

Bob is a graduate of the University 
of Maine with à Masters Degree in 
Recreation. During World War П he 
was a fighter pilot, flying P-47's on 
countless missions in support of 
ground troops. 

Bob Brundage with his friendly easy 
going manner is a strong advocate for 
square dancing, devoting his time and 
ability for the promotion, preservation 
and betterment of our activity.

Lacy Oatmeal Cookies 

2 cups rolled, quick or regular oats 
1 Cup brown sugar, firmly packed 
2 tsp. baking powder 
1/4 1b. butter or margarine, melted 
1 egg, beaten 

Preheat oven to 350°. Generously 
grease baking sheets; set aside. Place 
oats, brown sugar and baking powder 
in a medium bowl. Add butter or 


margarine to oat mixture. Stir in 
beaten egg; mix well. Drop batter by 
half teaspoonfuls onto prepared bak- 
ing sheets 2 inches apart. Bake 8 to 10 
minutes. Let stand 1 minute before 
removing from baking sheet. They will 
become crisp as they cool. Мау be 
frozen. Makes about 40 cookies. These 
delicate cookies keep well if carefully 
stacked in a tightly covered coffee can.

It’s time to put the spotlight on the 
men again... 

The most asked question I get 
whenever we are at a special dance is 
“Did you make your husbands shirt?" I 
answer "No" and then the response is 
"How do you do those yokes" or "how 
did you make that neck facing?" 
Through the years I've found several 
different ways to add yokes, pockets, 
cuffs, and even neck facings and this 
technique works best for me...you may 
have your own way.....and if you do and 
would like to share your creativity, 
please let me hear from you. 

You will use this technique for any 
embellishments on the shirt, but let's do 
the yoke first. 

1, Cut a piece of freezer paper at 
least an inch larger than the yoke. 

2. Pressthe freezer paper to the shirt 
so you can use a Sharpie® fine point 
permanent marker to trace the yoke. 
Remember that all purchased shirts 
are not as perfect as the ones we make 
so it is important that you trace all the 
yoke sides. 

3. Remove the paper from the shirt 
and press it to the RIGHT side of your 
design fabric. 

4. Cut it out leaving at least an inch 
around the pieces and then fuse the 
fusible web to the BACK of the fabric. 

5. Remove the freezer paper and be 
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sure the 

fusible web is on the fabric. Please 
follow the manufactures directions for 
the fusible web. 

6. Position the design fabric over 
the shirt yoke and fuse the fabric in 
place not fusing the edges, Trim the 
edges to come about 1/16" from the 
edge and then fuse it down completely, 
being careful to make the contact 
around the edges. 

You can leave as is or you ean stitch 
around the entire yoke using a small 
zigzag or satin stitch. The same 
technique is used for the pockets, cuffs, 
and neck facing. Remember that if the 
pockets and neck facings have a 
buttonhole, then add one by restitehing 
over the original buttonhole. You can be 
creative with the pockets and 
yokes,..the smartest man I know 
likes the fancy yokes...the ones with 
two points on the back yoke. To make 
this happen.... just draw out the 
desired yoke design and then proceed 
as in step 3. This is really an easy way 
to make matching yokes to make our 
outfits special. 

SPECIAL NOTE: You can just press 
this new fabric over the existing shirt 
part or you can take the time to remove 
the yoke, pocket or cuffs and replace 
them with the newly made parts. Most 
ready to wear shirts have a double yoke

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so this is not too hard....but, being the 
lazy sewerthat I am, [just placethe new 
fabric pieces over the old. it's not that 
bulky and I find it works very well. 
Now to make something to match 
our partner's shirts. From time to 
time, lhe smartest man I know has 
purchased a shirt with a western 
look..you know the kind that the 
"Ghost Riders In The Sky" wear. 
Well...this takes some thinking, but it 
can be done. One of the smartest 
man's shirts had some geometric 
design in blues, browns, and turquoise 
on a white shirt. By using a zigzag 
stitch in the medium width | stitched 
several rows (actually I stitched 3 
rows of each color side by side) on the 
ruffle around the blouse and also on 
the ruffle of the skirt of a solid white 
outfit. I have a turquoise petticoat 
that really sets this outfit off. After 1 
finished the basic zigzag stitch, I used 
the only design stitch that always 
works when I want it to on my trusty 
slant needle. I tried a sample on a 
serap of the white fabric. It looked 
real good. On the bottom edge of the 
ruffle I have the zigzag stitches (3 


rows of each of the colors) and then 
where the ruffle attaches to the skirt 
gores I stitched the design, which is a 
chevron type of stitch, in all three 
colors. | have the zigzag stitch on the 
blouse ruffle and on the sleeve ruffle I 
used the chevron design. | may go 
back and add the chevron stitch on 
the upper edge of the blouse ruffle for 
balance. The sleeve ruffle is not deep 
enough to hold any more design, it 
would just be overload. Adding the 
three different colors gave this outfit 
a different look and even feel to it. The 
stitching helped the blouse ruffle by 
giving it a little body and I think the 
eolor combinations give it an up to 
date look. The solid white was just too 
much of a good thing. l've worn it with 
a white petticoat, a turquoise petticoat 
and a blue one. I think the white 
petticoat makes this a more dressy 
look. 

Remember...you don't always have 
to make HIS shirt match YOU...you 
can be creative and make YOUR outfit 
to match HIS.

Remember the placemat samples 
that many of you received from us? Well, 
we came up with another marketing 
gimmick - table "tent" cards. We were at 
arestaurant recently that had little tent 
cards on each table that advertised a 
play that the area community theater 
group is putting on in a local theater. I 
asked myself, “why don’t we advertise 
square dancing this way?” Many 
restaurants do not use placemats but 
they just may allow you to put up “tent” 
cards. We designed 8 different table 
card ads using headlines similar to 
those we used in the placemats. The 
headlines we used for the table cards 
are:

results in four different table “tent” 
cards. 

We used 55 Ib. 8-1/2" X 11" gold card 
stock for our first set of table cards. You 
get two table cards per sheet. 

If you would like to receive a set of 
our table card masters (4 different 
sheets) please send us $1.00 for postage 
and material. The masters are camera 
ready except for your phone number. 
You only have to line up a printer to 
make your table cards. If you have a 
scanner, you could even print them on 
your computer. Also we can print them 
for you. We are quite excited about this 
marketing gimmick. We think it is alow 
cost marketing tool that will make your 
phone ring! Once the phone rings, the 
selling starts. Be prepared to answer 
their questions. You may even want to 
anticipate the type of questions that 
you may receive,

VITED TO COME AND WATCH! 

We read with interest the Point of 
Order column in the June, 2002, ASD 
issue, written by Mac Letson, Executive 
Director of American Callers Associa- 
tion (ACA), that addressed the concern 
| raised in this eolumn about callers 
using calls that are not on the new 
Mainstream list when newly graduated 
Mainstream dancers are on the dance 
floor. If | upset ACA and any of their 
members, | apologize. That was not my 
intent. My intent was to create 
awareness of this major problem 
during the most critical stage for new 
dancers — club dancing shortly after 
graduating. Mac’s comments highlight 
the need for CALLERLAB and ACA to 
get together and come up with just one 
list of calls for all new dancers. We 
thank Mac Letson and ACA for giving 
this problem the publicity it needs. 

We went to our elub's dance recently 
when a guest caller called. There were a 
lot of new dancers on the dance floor 
including one couple that graduated 
recently. 1 am sure that this new couple 
is still suffering from the usual anxiety 
of going to club dances, especially other 
club dances. I talked to this couple near

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The Mysterious Vanishing Couple

They attended а square dance 
workshop and learned all the moves of 
Basic and Mainstream square dance. 
They decided this was really a lot of fun 
and something they really liked to do so 
they joined a club and once a week (or 
maybe more) put on their fancy square 
dance clothes and went dancing. They 
had a wonderful time making new 
friends and learning all the latest moves 
(did anyone really ever get Relay the 
Duecy right?). They went on for years. 

Then one day something unusual 
happened. Maybe one of them wasn't 
feeling quite right but whatever it was, 
for some reason they didn't go to their 
regular club dance. Well heck, 
everybody misses once in a while. But 
the next week something else came up 
and they didn't go again. Still, neither 
they nor anyone else thought very much 
about it. After all, they were square 
dancers now. The problem was that by 
the third week they were beginning to 
find excuses for not going out, for not 
going to their regular club square 
dance, Worse, they were starting to 
build the habit of not going. 

The longer they allowed that habit

If you do, it 
might be a good idea to give them a call 
or drop them a line and say "hey, we've 
missed you at the square dance. We 
keep waiting for you to come back and 
join us again." It might be just the 
reminder they need of how much fun this 
activity is and how many friendships 
they've developed over the years. 

And if you are this couple, well don't 
wait for a call. Your friends probably 
don't want to seem like they're trying to 
push you into something you don't 
really want t 

о do. Instead of finding reasons not 
to go, find reasonsto go square dancing 
and then go. Your friends will be glad to 
see you and you'll be reminded once 
again what a wonderful activity this is.

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SQUARE DANCING’S DILEMMA

There is general agreement among 
callers that the Mainstream list is too 
long, thereby requiring, in today's 
society, too many weeks in beginners’ 
class for new dancers. CALLERLAB 
has been addressing this issue. 

CALLERLAB's long-term policy is 
to reduce the Mainstream list and 
increase the Plus list so that eventually 
both are about equal in size. In the late 
1990s some fringe calls were dropped 
from Mainstream, and last year 3 
major ealls were dropped and put on 
the Plus list. 

Currently CALLERLAB  recom- 
mends that the Mainstream list be 
taught in 28 lessons of 2 hours each. 
CALLERLAB's goal is to reduce the 
list so that it can be taught in 22 
lessons of 2 hours each, with this 
being accomplished gradually over 
the next few years. 

With classes being once a week, this 
means a beginners’ class eventually 
lasts only 22 weeks. It is hoped that this 
shorter class time will be more 
appealing to new dancers, and thus 
encourage more people to join classes.

The first dilemma. Numerous sur- 
veys have shown that today's adults 
want short classes in whatever they do. 
"Short" means 4-6 weeks. This is why 
we see many adult education classes at 
colleges lasting 6 weeks. 

So, if beginners classes are reduced 
to 22 weeks, this will do nothing toward 
getting more people into class. 

The second dilemma. Today's adults 
do not want to be committed long-term 
to anything. So in addition to wanting 
beginners’ class to last only 6 weeks, 
they say they will go to dances after 
graduation but only on an average of 
about once every two months. Of 
course, they expect the hall and caller 
to be available every week, so that they 
can decide at the last minute when they 
want to show up. 

In other words, our current square 
dance activity, which is based on 
regular attendance at clubs, is not 
what non-square dancers want, They 
don't want to participate regularly at 
anything. Instead they want to dabble 
at a wide variety of activities.

dancing was done on occasion at 
churches or social groups. There were 
only a handful of clubs. Have we come 
full circle? In 10-15 years will we be 
back to that? Unless there is a 
dramatic shift in what people want, 
that is the direction we are headed. 
What does this mean for Advanced 
and Challenge dancing? Because people 
entering into square dancing today 
want easy material without much 
commitment, it is likely that most of

So, if there is ап Advanced or 
Challenge weekend or festival which 
you have thought about attending, go 
now. It might not bethere in a few years.

Hall of Fame Recipient 2002 
MIL & ANNA DIXON 


Mil and Anna Dixon took square 
dance lessons in 1968 that were 
sponsored by the Checkmates SDC in 
Reading, MA. Mil expressed a desire 
to learn to call even before the 
lessons were over. For 1 1/2 years he 
attended a caller school by caller, Art 
Nurse of Wollaston, MA. Upon 
completing his training, he organized 
and taught square dancing and round 
dancing to 4 teen groups in MA: 
Checknights in Read- 
ing, Rainbow Stroll- 
ers in Winchester, 
Dynomite Squares in 
Stoneham, and Sa- 
chems in Saugus. 
Over the years Mil 
was hired to call or to 
cue at many New 
Engiand clubs. 

In 1971, at the age 
of 46, Mil began his 
calling career. He was 
caller-teacher for 3 
clubs in Massachusetts: Cosmopolitan 
SDC in Wakefield, Calico Steppers in 
Lawrence, and Great Plain Squares in 
Needham. In 1976 he started a camp 
and dance week for square dance class 
graduates in Maine. He called a “fun 
night” for United Nations’ members 
and families in New York. And since 
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1971 he has volunteered to call at 32 
consecutive New England Square & 
Round Dance Conventions. From 1986 
to the present he teaches, calls, and 
cues for seniors at the Jenks Ctr in 
Winchester, MA. He also teaches and 
calls for the HYA, handicapable young 
adults, who also dance in Winchester. 


In 1995 Mil received 
CALLERLAB's Quarter Century 
Award. In 1999 Mil and Anna 


received the Yankee 
Clipper Award for 
distinguished ser- 
vice to Square and 
Round Dancing in 
New England. 

Anna was elected 
president of the 
Square Dance Foun- 
dation of New En- 
giand, Inc. in 1994, 
which gaye Mil the 
title of “First Gentle- 
man.” Their leader- 
ship has helped chart the organization's 
course toward safe waters, and the re- 
opening of the Foundation's Charlie 
and Bertha Baldwin Library/Museum 
in Manchester, NH. In 1997 Anna 
produced and hosted a television 
program featuring square dancing and 
square dance costumes. She has also 
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been the fashion show Commentator 
for 15 New England Square & Round 
Dance Conventions. Since 1995 
Anna has been editor of the “Foun- 
dation News.” 

The Dixons have 6 children: Marla, 
Roberta, Jonathan, Amy, Diana and 
Gregory. Mil enjoyed calling square 
dances for church groups, girl scouts, 
brownies, PTO's, corporations and 
private parties, and did volunteer 
demonstrations at schools and col- 
leges, fairs and festivals, town cel- 
ebrations and parades - and he is still 
doing all these activities.

the beginning of the dance and then 
again at the end of dance. I asked them 
if they had a good time. They replied, 
"Definitely," I encouraged them to 
come again and to dance at other club 
dances as much as they can. 

During this dance, the caller 
introduced to the dancers on the floor 
during one tip two new calls. 1 forget 
the names that he gave them. In fact, I 
think one has true merit.

learning two new calls, two calls that 
they will probably never hear again. My 
intent for mentioning this is that 
callers need to keep in mind the 
problems that can be created uninten- 
tionally by introducing new calls, 
especially when there are new gradu- 
ates on the dance floor. Things such as 
this can cause our new dancers to quit 
square dancing.

ATTITUDE 


IS EVERYTHING 
By Jerry Junck 


Good morning. Welcome to another 
of the leadership and educational 
seminars sponsored by the 51“ National 
Convention. It is my pleasure and 
privilege to address this distinguished 
body of leaders from nearly every 
organization involved with our 
wonderful recreation of square 
daneing. Without leaders and 
leadership, no business or recreation 
can expect to enjoy any degree of 
longevity. This presentation is a first 
for the National Square Dance 
Convention, and | commend the 
committee for having the courage to 
try something different. | applaud each

of you for your devotion and leadership 
over the years, and for taking the time 
to attend this session today. The 
simple fact that so many have chosen 
to attend is a very positive sign for our 
favorite recreation. It is great to see 
this kind of participation. 

Initially, the convention committee 
asked me to present an address that 
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I made at a leadership seminar for 
the state of Minnesota in 1998. As I 
began to think about that 
presentation, it became clear to me 
that although part of it is still 
appropriate, there are new and 
additional issues that need to be 
discussed. While it is my personal 
opinion that we are privileged to 
enjoy the greatest 
recreation available, it 
is apparent that our 
attitudes do not always 
reflect that fact. It is 
also my belief that 
attitudes play a major 
role in the success or failure of any 
endeavor. Therefore, I have chosen 
to title this presentation "Attitude Is 
Everything." 

There are two questions we need to 
ask. What attitudes should we be 
addressing? What attitudes should be 
of concern to each of us? Quite 
honestly, today's square dance activity 
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is suffering from a great many more 
negative opinions than positive 
attitudes. However, do these negative 
opinions and attitudes apply only to 
square dancing, or do they mirror our 
society as well? 


It is my opinion that we 
need to look at our activity 
with a more realistic and 


objective view than we have 
done in the past. 





Let's be perfectly honest and admit 
that this past year^has been an 
especially trying and stressful time in 
our country. The events of September 
11, 2001 changed the world and had a 
profound affect upon everyone in this 
country. It changed our attitudes 
about many things. Some have said 
that our world will never be the same. 
It is my view that the world has always 
been changing and that people 
constantly make adjustments to 
accommodate those changes. The 
attitudes of this country changed after 
the Revolutionary War. They changed 
forever after the Civil War. They 
changed again after World War I and 
the Depression. Then came World War 
П and the whole world changed. 
Vietnam made a huge change in 
attitudes in this country, most of them 
extremely negative. We have been 
living and dealing with those negative 
attitudes for some thirty vears. Would 
it be too presumptuous to speculate 
that recruiting for square dancing may 
have suffered more from a change in 
our society, than írom structural 
problems within our activity? 

It is my view that our society has 
never had a greater need for square 
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dancing than now. I called dances 
every night including and following the 
terrorist attack on September 11. It 
was a very difficult time for everyone. 
However, it quickly became apparent 
that dancers desperately needed the 
company of others and 
that there was a great 
deal of comfort derived 
from the feeling of 
family that square 
dancing has to offer. We 
have something that a 
great many people in 
our society not only want, but need as 
well. I think now is a perfect time to 
reach out and invite non-dancers to 
become part of our family. However, 
before we do that, we need to evaluate 
our own attitudes and feelings about 
square dancing. 

It is my opinion that we need to look 
at our activity with a more realistic and 
objective view than we have done in the 
past. We need to recognize that there 
are things we can control, and things we 
have little or no ability to influence. It is 
important that we identify those things 
that we, as a group, can improve upon 
and work to address those issues, while 
not squandering our time with issues 
we have little or no ability to control. 
Now, let's take а look at some issues 
that I see that we have an ability to 
affect in a positive manner. To be sure 
there are other issues, but these are the 
ones I think are the most important. 

Please bear in mind that some of 
these issues may be controversial to 
some. However, it is imperative that 
we, as leaders in the activity, try to be 
as objective as possible, and put our 
own personal feelings aside for the 
good of the activity. My approach to 
this presentation is that it should be 
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the beginning of open and positive 
discussion regarding all of our 
issues, including those deemed 
controversial. If there might be a 
criticism we could make of ourselves, 
myself included, it is that we all 
suffer to some degree from tunnel 
vision. It is extremely difficult to look 
forward, have a vision, and see the 
whole picture. І challenge each of you 
to join me in this endeavor. I 
absolutely believe that we, all of us 
together, can accomplish anything 
we want to do. Our recreation is too 
great and our leadership too 
dedicated and too passionate, not to 
accomplish our goals. But, 
we must keep in mind that 
all of us, collectively, may 
have to make some 
difficult decisions. No one 
will do it for us. We will 
have to have vision, be 
honest, open, and accept 
the fact that some change 
will be necessary. We will 
have to be able to exercise 
diplomacy and negotiate. 
Some may not get 
everything they want, but 
we must support the decisions made 
in order to rebuild and revitalize this 
wonderful activity we all love. 

Lets begin by addressing our 
attitudes toward square dancing in 
general, caller and dancer attitudes 
alike. One attitude I would like to see 
completely eliminated is what I 
perceive to be an overall negative 
attitude toward square dancing as a 
whole. I can't begin to count the 
number of times in the past year that I 
have heard callers and dancers say 
that the activity is doomed to die. I'm 
too much an optimist to accept that 
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al of us together, 
accomplish anything we 
want to do. 





perception of square dancing. But, 
let's be objective and recognize that 
square dancing isn't for everyone. 
Neither is skydiving! However, that 
does not mean that square dancinghas 
no appeal to today's society. I firmly 
believe that is not possible. But 
accepting the fact that square dancing 
isn't for everyone does suggest that we 
need to work harder at recruiting. 
Obviously, there are numerous other 
recreations and pasttimes attempting 
to recruit the same people. We need to 
convince non-dancers that we have a 
better product. We need to make those 
we do recruit feel welcome and part of

our square dance family. 

Being aware of the above, and at 
the risk of appearing to be simplistic, 
what one single thing would greatly 
reduce many of our current concerns? 
The answer is that we need an influx 
of new and energetic dancers. This 
one factor would resolve a great many 
of the challenges facing the square 
dance activity. Having said that, let's 
not be so naive as to think recruiting 
new dancers is easy. We all know 
better. However, we cannot escape 
the fact that we find new dancers 
through recruiting, and they will stay 
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in the activity only if we make the 
necessary effort to retain them. 
Rebuilding and revitalizing our activity 
is completely dependent upon our 
ability to suecessfully address 
recruitment and retention.

Therefore, 
retention of new dancers are the two 
most significant challenges facing our 
activity. Rebuilding and revitalizing 
our activity are completely dependent 
upon our ability to successfully address 
these two issues, It will require an 


increased commitment from both 
dancers and callers alike. There is no 
way around that fact. We need 
experienced dancers to recruit and 
make the new dancers feel welcome, 
and quality callers to teach and 
entertain them. 

We must stop finding reasons why 
we can't recruit or retain new dancers. 
This is totally within our ability to 
address. For instance, using the issue 
that the program lists are too long or 
need to be modified before we can 
recruit is simply not true. Do the 
program lists need change? Probably! 
Change is necessary and healthy for 
any business or activity to adjust to the 
current styles and tastes of the times. 
But, modifying or consolidating the 
program lists will have little effect 
upon the recruiting of new dancers. 

"Why not?” you may ask. The 
answer is simple. New dancers have 
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We must stop finding

no idea what calls are on the program 
lists. They only know they want to 
dance. The fact that there are fifty, or 
one hundred-fifty calls, on the 
program lists has no meaning to 
them. Only current dancers and 
callers are interested 
in program content. 
New dancers really 
don't care. Therefore, 
the number and 
content of the calls 
on any program list 
has very little bearing 
on recruitment. 

That being said, the number of 
calls, and the length of time necessary 
for new dancers to achieve proficiency, 
does have a direct affect on retention. 
The goal of new dancers is to be able to 
attend open dances. To that extent, 
program content does influence 
whether or not new dancers choose to 
stay in the activity. Areas in which 
Mainstream is the entry program 
appear to be considerably better able 
to retain new dancers than those areas 
where the Plus program is the primary 
destination for new dancers. Are we 
asking too much of new dancers? 

Even acknowledging my statements 
about recruitment, I still honestly feel 
that we have reeruited a sufficient 
number of dancers over the years to 
have had some positive effect on the 
activity. However, I also believe we can 
do better at recruiting. That will only 
take increased effort. Have you heard 
dancers say that they have asked 
everyone they know? Well, how about 
asking someone you don’t know. 

We can improve retention also, but 
that may not be as simple as we might 
think. Improving our retention rates 
will require a concerted effort from 
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everyone to change our ATTITUDES, 
callers and dancers alike. This change 
requires all of us to take a hard look at 
our attitudes and work on two things - 
understanding and tolerance. 
Understanding that it is not easy for 
beginners to learn square dancing, and 
tolerance toward the new dancer 
during classes, and more importantly, 
after graduation. Remember, dancers 
tend to reflect, or mirror, the attitudes 
of their caller. Therefore, it is 
imperative that callers, as LEADERS, 
set an example with their ATTITUDES. 

Now, before everyone 
gets excited and begins 
denial, let me present 
some examples of the 
ATTITUDES we need 
to change. We have all 
heard the following 
statements at one time 
or another. I spent an 
entire summer collecting them. They 
are just a few representative examples 
of dancer and caller ATTITUDES 
pertaining to either, new dancers, 
teaching, or to the Mainstream 
program. They were collected from all 
over the country. 

First, and this is from a full-time 
caller. “I think the Mainstream program 
is a terrible program to call." Do you 
know callers that have made the 
statement that Mainstream is 
uninteresting? | hope you don't, but I 
do. Do you think the dancers that 
follow and support this caller will also 
refleet that position? Absolutely! 

Second, when I asked callers about 
their beginner classes, the most common 
response I received was, “I've called a 
lot of years and paid my dues. Let 
someone else teach them." Are you 
surprised? I was. Do you think this type

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of attitude will eventually be reflected in 
dancer attitudes? How many new 
dancers will be brought to this caller by 
his club? Do you think callers with this 
attitude can motivate dancers to 
promote lessons? Can callers exhibiting 
thistype of attitude be expected to do an 
effective job of teaching? 

Do any of these examples sound 
familiar to you? Do they express 
your opinions? Do you think these 
negative attitudes affect recruiting 
and retention? Definitely! Can we 
change our attitudes? І think we 


you heard dancers 


say that they have asked 
everyone they know? Well, 


how about asking someone 
you don't know. 





must. The bigger question is, “How 
do we do this?" 

First, we simply must realize that 
the Mainstream program is the most 
important program in square dancing. 
lt is the foundation for all the other 
programs we enjoy. We need only to 
look back in history to recognize that 
when square dancing was at its peak, 
70% of the clubs danced the Sets In 
Order 75, which closely resembles 
today's Mainstream program! That 
should speak volumes to us. 

Having said that, does everyone 
want to dance only Mainstream? 
Certainly not. That's the purpose and 
beauty of the variety of programs 
square dancing has to offer. Literally, 
we have something for everyone. 
However, those of us that enjoy the 
other programs need to recognize the

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| upologize for missing the deadline 
so that I did not get a column in the 
August issue. It's one of very few times 
in nearly twenty years that I have failed 
to get the column written. 

As | write, it is the eve of our 
departure to attend the Canadian 
National Convention in New Brunswick. 
The folks who аге returning from the U.S. 
National Convention are telling of 
attendance about what the New England 
convention had at its peak in 1977, 

Against this background I still hear 
of а few clubs that are not only 
surviving, they are growing. Why is this 
you might reasonably ask. Are they 
doingsomething different? The answer 
has been repeated several times but it 
seems that many of the rest of the 
square dance community doesn't want 
{о hear it. 

Trying to get new dancers to a 
comfort level with a Plus dance 
program in a one-season introduction 
can never work - whether the Plus is in 
alternating tips or even one tip an 
evening. I and many others have been 
saying this for a long time but most club 
dancers are not willing to dance a 
limited vocabulary of calls just to bring 
in a couple of new couples. Or maybe 
the new people aren't even couples. 

The elubs that I know about that are 
healthy are, without exception, chang- 
ing their club program to make it more 


friendly and easier for new dancers. If 
anyone knows of a growing club that 
isn't making this kind of program 
change I'd sure like to hear from you. 

Without an enthusiastic change in 
attitude and a willingness to recognize 
that the value of square dancing is not 
centered in the choreography, | am 
convinced that the club form of this 
activity has a very short future. Will 
square dancing go away? Of course 
not. It's way too much fun for that. Will 
the modern form die off completely to 
leave only traditional square dancing? 
I doubt it. Traditional dancing with all 
its values has no desire to provide the 
choreographic flexibility that is a key 
ingredient of what we have known as 
"club" square dancing. Even the club 
itself has values that are not as prized 
by the traditional dancers. 

The future will require change. 
There are younger people (younger 
than me) who have come to appreciate 
the rewards that modern square 
dancing offers. However, the folks who 
have built the activity and put in the 
work to make these rewards available 
are going away almost as fast as WW II 
veterans. We need some of the newer 
dancers to step up and lead us to a form 
of square dancing that meets the needs 
of their generation(s). The best thing 
we can do is encourage them - and stay 
out of their way.

Hall of Fame Recipient 2002 
GLORIA RIOS ROTH 


On October 15, 1929, Hilda and 
Lester Ramey brought into the world 
their beautiful daughter Gloria. In 1946 
while attending Needham High School, 
in Needham, Massachusetts, Gloria 
used Ed Durlachers square dance 
record album to teach the football team 
and the cheerleaders - that started her 
calling career. She started “calling” 
before she even took modern western 
square dance lessons in Westfield's 
Pioneer Valley Club. Ап interesting 
note, the first night of Gloria's "modern 
western square dance lessons" was 
taught by Bob Brundage of Danbury, 
CT. While taking square dance lessons 
in the 1950's, she started calling with a 
band. Through the 1960's, 70's, 80’s 
and 90's she was a caller at festivals, 
conventions, and square dance clubs. 

Gloria graduated from Westfield 
College in 1952. She was married while 
still in college. Her five children are: 
Torry, Randy, Gwen, Lester, and Tiger. 
For 38 years, she ran a children’s 
сатр. At first it was called "The 
Woodlands" in Springfield, MA and 
then in later years it was continued at 
"The House of Roth" in Nova Scotia. 

She produced a 1-һоцг square. 
dance radio program for 10 years, and 
has "called" on television. Calling for 
55 years, the legendary Gloria Rios 
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Roth established a reputation for 
vitality, enthusiasm, and maintaining 
her special square dance calling style, 
as well as keeping control of the floor 
and keeping everyone dancing. Over 
the years she has started 6 square 
dance clubs, She also was instrumental 
in organizing the Springfield Area 
Callers Association, and ín the mid 
1970's organized the Maritime Callers 
Association in "The House of Roth." 
Gloria conducted her own caller 
training schools for more than 40 
years, and was the first woman to earn 
“Caller Coach" status from 
CALLERLAB. She also was the first 
woman caller to receive CALLERLAB's 
Half Century Award, and the second 
woman to receive CALLERLAB's "Mile- 
stone Award" in Dallas, TX, 1999. 

She is the creator of "Kaleidescope 
Square" formation. This formation 
was featured at the Calgary, Alberta, 
Canada Olympies opening ceremo- 
nies. She has called at and had her 
Exhibition Troupes dance at numer- 
ous New England Square and Round 
Dance Conventions, National Square 
Dance Conventions, and local Festi- 
vals. Gloria has called square dance 
demonstrations at schools and col- 
leges, nursing homes, shopping malls, 
town celebrations, local fairs, and 
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benefit dances. “Sets In Order” and 
“Round Dancer" magazines published 
her articles several times. Gloria has 
recorded on Top, Blue Ribbon, Grenn, 
HiHat and on the Sets In Order 
documentary records. 

She belonged to Caller organiza- 
tions in MA, NY, PA, South FL, FL, and 
Nova Scotia, Canada, She was involved 
in the formation of the New England 
Council of Callers Association 
(N.E.C.C.A.) for 37 years she taught and 
called square dances for teen square 
dance groups. She also formed a dance 
troupe of senior women without part- 
ners named LORETTES - Ladies of 
Retirement. They dance at least seven 


dance disciplines, і.е, modern interpre- 
tive, marching, round, contras, ballet, 
folk, and ballroom, This group is still 
dancing, and the oldest woman in the 
group is 86 years old. 

Gloria started Camp & Dance 
Weekends at “The Woodlands.” She 
has conducted Caller Schools in MA, 
FL, GA, New Zealand, and in Canada. 
Also, for 33 years, she has had a Caller 
School at the "House of Roth" in 
Clementsport, Nova Scotia. 

With great admiration, the Square 
Dance Foundation of New England 
was pleased to induct Gloria Rios 
Roth into New England's Hall of 
Fame on May 18, 2002.

The heat here has been almost 
unbearabie...but I promise not to 
whine... don't like cold, cold weather 
either. With this heat wave it's been 
too hot for me to put on those 
layers..whai with the underwear, 
panty hose, pettipants, petticoat, skirt, 
blouse or dress, that's a lot of layers, 
not to mention putting on a belt. 
Whew!!! | find myself wearing prairie 
skirts or broomstick skirts more and 
more. Гуе made and redesigned 
prairie skirts but have not attempted а 
true broom stick skirt till now. The 
Smartest Man I Know can't under- 
stand why it's taken me so long to “just 
make one." Well, Гуе had several sets 
of instructions but these seem to be the 
easiest to follow. | believe I got them 
from the National Convention in FL. 
Well, anyway... "just make one." 

Materials: 

«100% Cotton fabric, matching 
thread, 1 1/4" elastic, fusable hem tape 
or Thread Fuse. 

*For determining the amount of 
fabric to use followthe yardages below: 

*For average skirt lengths: under 5 
tall = 3 1/4 vards up to 5' 4" tall = 3 1/2 
yards up to 5' 9" tall = 3 3/4 yards over 
59" tall = 4 1/8 yards of your hip 
measurement is 43" or over, add 1/3 
yard. This makes a nice, full skirt. If 
you don't want it as full, you can reduce 
the number of strips for the second and 
third tier, 
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«Use 1/4" 
seams ercept 
where indicated. Be sure to finish the 
edges of these seams since you're 
working with a cotton and it has a 
tendency to ravel. A serger or а zigzag 
stitch will work. Or you could double 
stitch each seam (I've seen that method 
in some ready to wear skirts), 

Now we're ready to cut.... 

Being sure to cut at right angles to 
the fold of the fabric as it comes off the 
bolt, eut 11 strips the width of the fabric 
by this measurement: 

Note: If your hip measurement 
is 43" or more, cut 12 strips. 

Under 5' tall — 10" 

Up to 5' 4" tall = 11" 

Up to 5' 9" tall = 12" 

Over 5' 9" tall = 13^ 

Cut off the selvages from all the 
strips, at right angles to the cut edges. 
(If you're serging, you can do this as 
you sew the strips together.) Take two 
of the strips and cut them shorter than 
the width of the fabric by this formula: 
Hip measurement + 13, divided by 2. 
Example: hip = 40". 40 + 13 = 53, 
divided by 2 — 26 1/2". 

Cut two pocket pieces from the pattern. 

Sew a pocket piece, right sides 
together, to the right short side of 
one of the hip pieces, 1 3/4" down 
from the top edge. Do the same thing 
on the other hip piece, on the left 
short side. Press the seam allowance

Put right sides together, matching 
pocket and skirt pieces, and straight 
stitch as shown in the diagram, 
through both layers. This seam with 
the pocket will be at your right side if 
you're right handed, left if left handed. 
With this in mind, press the pocket 
toward what will be the front, and baste 
the top of the pocket to the skirt front. 

Sew all the remaining strips together 
to make one very long strip. Test your 
gathering on one of the strips to get 10" 
to gather to as close to 5" as you сап. 
Then gather the long strip to make one 
long ruffle. 

Place the gathered side of the strip 
right sides together with the bottom 
raw edge of the hip piece (to be sure 
your pocket won't be upside down). 
Have the gathered piece on top. Sew 
until you run out of hip piece, being 
sure to take a deep enough seam that 
your gathering stitch won't show. Cut 
off the extra ruffled strip. 

Add the third tier to the bottom of 
the second tier in the same way. Cut off 
the extra and save it for an applique or 
something! 

Finish the bottom edge with a rolled 
edge on the serger, or seam finish using 
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Thread Fuse® on the bobbin of your 
machine. Loosen your bobbin case 
(and get it back to normal with a 
Tension King®) or use an extra bobbin 
case. With an overcast foot and a 
zigzag about imm long and about 5 
wide, sew with the right side up all 
along the edge. The Thread Fuse® can 
then fuse the hem in place, and a 
double needle top stitch ean hold it. 
(Use a magnetic seam guide to keep 
your stitching straight.) Another 
method is to use a 5mm hemmer on 
your machine, a regular needle, and a 
medium zigzag. If you have another 
way you prefer, feel free to use that 
method. (Be sure that the edges of the 
skirt are going to be the same length 
when you sew the side seam. If not, you 
can adjust the hem now.) 

Seam finish the top edge of your 
piece, turn it down 1 1/2", and press 
it. Stitch this casing 1 3/8" [rom the 
fold. Cut a piece of elastic to fit 
snugly around your waist plus 1/2". 
Put the elastic through, securing it 
at both ends. 

Sew the side seam, and you're 
sewing's done! (Note: if you prefer, vou 
can finish the side seam first and then 
do the casing for the elastic and the

To wrinkle your skirt the first 
time and to keep it attractively 
wrinkled, you need to follow this 
procedure each time you wash it: 

Cut the old panty hose off at the 
toes and down the crotch, to make 
two tubes. After you've washed your 
skirt and had it spin dry, pull it into 
the one of the panty hose tubes. Keep 
the hem from being turned up, and try 
to keep the skirt fairly straight. Put 
the other tube over the first one, with 
the crotch part at the other end. 
Secure each end with rubber bands 
or your skirt will erawl out of the 
nylons while it's in the dryer and 
you'll have a square dance skirt 





instead of a "broomstick" skirt! 

Put the skirt through the 
drying cycle a few times. To speed 
drying at this point, I take it out of 
the panty hose, separate the folds 
just a little bit, and hang it on the 
clothes line this way. Usually it's 
dry the next day. If you keep your 
skirt in the panty hose between 
wearings, you won't need to go 
through this as often. 

This is a really fun skirt to wear, 
and attractive on all figures. Take it 
when you travel, in the panty hose. It 
saves space, and wrinkling only 
enhances its appearance!

importance of the Mainstream program. 
We must also support the Mainstream 
program because without Mainstream, 
these other programs cannot continue to 
exist. When attending a Mainstream 
dance, we should enjoy the dance for the 
music and the people. We must become 
inore tolerant of the Mainstream dancer 
and be willing to enjoy the dance at their 
level of knowledge and ability. We should 
not go with the idea of dancing only when 
the Plus tips are called. This will take a 
considerable change in attitude by 
today’s dancers, But, it would do so 
much to make our activity much more 


Everyone - Mainstream, Plus, 
Advanced, Challenge, and even 
Round Dancers - are all going to 


have to eontribute new dancers 
in order to perpetuate our 


beloved activity. 





inclusive, rather than exclusive. 
Second, modern western square 
dancing consists of two types of 


people: recreational dancers and 
hobby dancers. Most recreational 
dancers dance the Mainstream 
program and perhaps а few of the Plus 
calls. They typically dance once or 
twice a month, Hobby dancers, on the 
other hand, may dance Plus, Advanced, 
Challenge, and/or Rounds. They tend 
to love their program to the exclusion 
of all other programs. This includes the 
exclusion of helping with, and the 
recruiting for, beginner classes. Isn't it 
a shame that our most enthusiastic 
dancers basically do very little to 
recruit for the activity they so enjoy? 
Are these dancers reflecting their 
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caller's attitudes? 

Obviously, we are not replenishing 
our recreational dancers as rapidly as 
we need. But, we cannot expeet to do so, 
when only 20% of the square dance 
population is doing the recruiting. The 
current Mainstream dancers cannot, 
and should not have to do all the work. 
Everyone- Mainstream, Plus, Advanced, 
Challenge, and even Round Dancers - 
are all going to have to contribute new 
dancers in order tọ perpetuate our 
beloved activity. This will indeed, take a 
big change in ATTITUDE. 

The attitude by callers that “I've 
paid my dues, let someone else teach 
them” simply has to change. The single 
most important thing 
we do as callers is to 


teach both new 
dancers and new 
callers. How many 


callers have taught a 
new class in the last 
couple of years? There 
are roughly 2000 
callers in CALLERLAB alone. If each 
one had a class of only two squares, 
there would be 4,000 new squares, or 
32,000 new dancers in one season!!! 
That's with only 2 squares each! Do 
you think that would help square 
dancing? Absolutely! But, EVERYONE 
has to contribute. We cannot survive 
with only a few doing the reeruiting 
and teaching. Dancers, all of them, are 
our recruiting force. Callers, all of 
them, are responsible for teaching. 
Our responsibility as callers is 
two-fold. First, we must set ап 
example that will provide the 
motivation necessary to encourage 
dancers to become ambassadors for 
the activity. Second, callers must be 
the best teacher they can be. We don't 
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want to lose any opportunity. We must 
be motivated ourselves and prepared 
to make classes both educational and 
entertaining. Preparation is the key. 
You can't read a book until you can 
read a sentence. You cannot read a 
sentence until you can read a word. 
And, you cannot read 
а word until you 
know your ABC's. 
Teaching square 
dancing is the same 
thing. We cannot 
expect dancers to be 
able to Coordinate 
when they have not yet 
learned to Circulate. 

Ihave been discussing my thoughts 
on attitudes regarding recruiting and 
teaching. It is my opinion that our 
attitudes regarding new dancers are 
even more important to the retention 
of those people in the activity. Why 
don't we retain more of our new 
dancers? | feel a big reason for that is 
that we are not as friendly and 
tolerant of them as we should be. 
Earlier in this speech I said that we 
should be more objective when 
looking at ourselves, and our attitudes. 
Retention of new dancers is the area 
where we really need to re-assess our 
attitudes toward new dancers. 

Why don't we retain new dancers? 
A primary reason is that after we get 
them started, we don't nurture and 
cultivate them. We don’t take care of 
them or, worse yet, we take them for 
granted. In the past, we were very 
careful with our new graduates. Not 
anymore. How many of you have heard 
club officers say that their class is at 
the dance for the first time, but the club 
would like some Plus called during the 
evening anyway? He will usually follow 
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by saying that, "Although the new 
dancers don't know the calls, the club 
will split them up and PULL them 
through. They are going to have to 
learn it anyway." Sound familiar? Is 
this an attitude we need to ehange? 
How different from the story Jon 


I firmly believe that many 
callers and dancers are far too 
fascinated with the complexity 
of square dancing.

Jones related to me regarding a 
California festival he did years ago. 
The main hall was full. However, the 
next hall had over 200 squares of new 
dancers. Jon asked to call for them, 
The reply was, "No way." They did not 
want an unfamiliar caller to destroy 
their confidence. Do you see a 
difference in attitude? 

What else can we do to help dancer 
retention? Patience would be a big 
help. It is our responsibility, as callers, 
to provide an enjoyable dance 
experience. We have to be more 
tolerant and understand that we must 
SELL our activity to these new 
dancers first. I believe that too much 
complexity in lessons and dance 
programs DRIVES dancers from the 
aetivity. Let's hook them on fun and 
friendship first. 

I firmly believe that many callers 
and dancers are far too fascinated with 
the complexity of square dancing. It is 
also my opinion that most of us call 
material that is far too difficult for the 
recreational dancer. Please understand 
that I'm not advocating limiting 
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variety. I'm advocating being different 
without becoming difficult. There is a 
huge distinction between the two. 
Today's square dancers are "survivors" 
and either enjoy, or tolerate, the 
challenge of today's dancing. But, it is

evident that the recreational dancer 
has not been intrigued with the 
challenge and has left the activity. 
They didn't complain. They merely left 
square dancing. Do we need to re- 
evaluate our attitudes with respect to 
recruiting and retention? I think the 
answer is absolutely, we do. 

In my opinion, the topics just 
discussed may be somewhat easier to 
address than other issues we must also 
consider. Our activity is faced with some 
issues that are extremely controversial 
and will be met with passionate 
opposition. 1 have been addressing 
issues that deal with callers, dancers, 
and clubs. This next set of challenges 
deals with clubs and State and 
National organizations. These issues 
inelude dance fees, caller fees, and 
the dress code. Whether we like it or 
not, we are going to have to address 
these issues sooner or later. The only 
way to approach a problem is to 
discuss it. Not to discuss it, is to 
believe that the problem will just go 
away. That can't and won't happen. 
Hopefully, this presentation will start 
the dialogue that will eventually 
evolve into positive results. 

First of all, we must address dance 
fees. When I started square dancing, 
dance fees were $4.00 per couple, hall 
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rents were $15.00 to $25.00 per night, 
new automobiles were $2500.00, gas 
was $25 per gallon, square dance 
records were under $1.00, and complete 
amplifier and speaker equipment could 
be purchased for 5250.00, That was 
thirty-five years ago, in 
1967. Today hall rents 
are $50.00 to $200.00, a 
used automobile will 
cost nearly $20,000.00, 
gas is around $1.50 per 
gallon, square dance records are more 
than $5.00 each, and а Yak Stack and 
Hilton amplifier wil cost nearly 
$3000.00! Yet, many clubs refuse to 
charge more than $3.00 per person at 
their dances. Thankfully, that is 
beginning to change, but it is a slow 
process, and we need to do more. 

Dancers should not, and cannot, 
expect callers to call for the same fees 
they did thirty-five years ago. Is it any 
wonder we have had so many callers 
retire? Should we expect callers to 
donate their time to teach lessons so 
clubs can keep going? Club callers are 
so important to the survival of square 
dancing. They are the backbone of this 
activity, and should be paid fairly and 
equitably for the tremendous job they 
do in keeping our activity alive. There 
are so màny ways to enhance caller 
pay, without jeopardizing the fiscal 
stability of a club. All it takes is some 
common sense negotiation. 

This is a two-way street, however. If 
dancers are asked to pay more lor 
dancing, they have every right to expect а 
quality performance from their caller. 
Conversely, if callers are to receive an 
increase in pay, or a percentage of the 
gate receipts, they need to realize that 
dancers have a right to expect them to 
make a conscientious effort to improve 
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their skills. This сап be done in one of two 
ways. Either they can attend a qualified 
callers’ school, or ask someone they 
respect and admire to help them on a one 
toone basis. Mypersonal recommendation 
is to attend a 
qualified school. 
Remember 
when I indicated 
that we need a 
vision. One of my 
visions is that every 
caller should have 
an opportunity to 
attend a caller's 
school. Because of 
the cost and time 
commitment, this is 
simply not possible 
for many callers. 
Attending а full 
callers’ school costs money. You may 
ask, “What can we do?” Caller training 
is where state and national dancer 
organizations could have a tremendous 
positive influence on our activity. 
Another part of my vision is that I hope 
each state and national organization 
would, at least, consider sponsoring 
one caller each year to а qualified 
school. Just imagine how much good 
that would do for the activity. 
Furthermore, can we expect new 
dancers to want to be a part of our 
activity if we only rent "cheap" halls? 
Would we be better served to charge a 
reasonable dance fee so that we can 
afford a bright, clean, comfortable 
place to dance with good sound? Would 
that type of hall be more conducive to 
retaining class members? Would that 
type of hall be an incentive for outside 
guests to want to attend our club 
dances? | propose that it would. 
However, we are going to have to raise 
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..every 


dance fees to accommodate these two 
things. Again, this is completely within 
our ability to do. It will take a change in 
attitude, which starts with the 
realization that we need to take a more

common sense approach. 

Finally, every state and national 
organization will eventually have to 
address the issue of our dress code, 
whether we like it or not. It is 
surprising to me the intensity of 
passion exhibited by some when this 
topic is discussed. | would propose that 
this is another issue that can and 
should be discussed with a common 
sense approach. As I said earlier, our 
society has changed significantly. We 
need to realize that that is something 
we can’t change. Instead, it is one of 
those facts that we are going to have to 
accommodate, 

All we need do to recognize that fact 
is to step outside this coliseum and 
take a look at what non-dancers are 
wearing as they walk by. Do you see 
women in dresses? Very few are in 
dresses, if any. In fact, both men and 
women are predominately dressed in 
slacks, Most of the men no longer wear 
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a suit and tie. Many are actually 
dressed in blue jeans, Just go to the 
mall and take a look around. We have 
become a blue jeans society. Keep in 
mind that those are the very people 
with whom we are trying to market 
our activity. Do you think they are of 
the mindset to 
follow a strict 
dress eode? 

I have a couple 
of examples of 
attitudes that I 
collected this past 
year regarding the 
clothing issue. 
This first example is from a lady that 
attended a weekend in which I was 
part of the calling cadre. The afternoon 
session was designated as casual 
dress. This lady approached the three 
callers and, in no uncertain terms, 
expressed her disappointment that the 
session was casual dress. After some 
discussion, she was asked if she would 
rather dance with three squares of 
dancers in costume, or thirty squares 
in casual dress. Her reply was three 
squares. That should illustrate the 
intensity of feeling with this issue. Is 
the lady wrong? Certainly not. She is 
entitled to her opinion and should feel 
free to express that feeling. 
Furthermore, she has every right to 
expect that others should respect her 
opinion. It would be my hope, however, 
that we might take a more open- 
minded view of the issue. 

Another point in favor of a less 
stringent dress code is from my own 
experiences in Mesa, Arizona. J have 
one Plus dance that is a “square dance 
attire" dance. | have another Plus 
dance that has always had fewer 
dancers attend than the first. We 
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market 
society.

changed the second dance to casual 
dress and the crowd more than 
doubled. And this increase comes from 
dancers who have been dancing for 
years! Our customers are speaking. 
Are we listening? 

Finally. | did a dance in western 
South Dakota this 
spring. The club had 
two new couples in 
attendance. Both 
were in their mid to 
late forties, and 
obviously were 
enjoying square 
dancing. One lady 
wore a wrinkle skirt, while the other 
wore blue jeans and a vest. I decided to 
visit with them about their attire. The 
lady in the skirt indicated that she 
liked the wrinkle skirts and actually 
wore them to work. The lady in blue 
jeans said that jeans were all she ever 
wore. In fact, she related that the only 
dress she had in her closet was her 
wedding dress. She had not worn a 
dress in over twenty years!!! Can we 
expect that lady to conform to a strict 
dress code? Which would we rather do: 
lose that couple (and all their friends) 
from our activity, than change? These 
are the questions we must ask? These 
are the ATTITUDES that we have to 
evaluate in ourselves. 

The situation is complicated further 
by the faet that our activity has a 
number of quality vendors that deal in 
square dance attire. Is it fair to them to 
eliminate square dance attire? Is it fair 
to those that love the costumes to take 
those costumes away from them? I 
think the answer is no {о both 
questions. But then, how do we resolve 
this situation? It is my belief that the 
answer is in common sense 


today's 
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compromise. Obviously, the clothiers 
are going to have to consider 
alternatives in styles as to what they 
offer to the public. That is already 
occurring to some degree. But what 
about the feelings of those that love the 
standard costumes? How do we 
accommodate them? I think the 
answer may be easier that we think. 
Instead of the statement “Square 
Dance Attire Required,” why not use 
the statement “Square Dance Attire 
Welcome or Optional?” 

Everyone realizes that something 
has to be done if we are going to be able 
to market to today's society. The 
question is, “How can 
we address the dress 
code issue to make it 
acceptable to as many 
people, current dancers 
and non-dancers, as 
possible?” Again, we 
need to take a common 
sense approach to this issue. Just 
observing how churches had to change 
on this issue should be proof enough 
that change is inevitable. 

In conclusion, how do we change 
our attitudes? Do we have to make big 
changes? Are these changes possible? 
1 honestly feel the necessary changes 
in attitude are attainable. [ also 
sincerely believe that there is nothing 
we cannot accomplish. However, we 
must make a conscientious effort to 
make that change. The most difficult 
part of making a change is to realize 
that change is necessary. Without 
change, things stagnate. The only 
thing certain in our world is that there 
will always be change. 

How would I approach changing 
our attitudes? First of all, we need to 
motivate every dancer to recruit for 
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classes. But, we need to do more, We 
must impress them with the fact that 
new people won't come to class unless 
we BRING them. In addition, we need 
io nurture these new dancers by 
encouraging club members to 
participate in the class and making 
them feel like they are a part of our 
square dance family. And, we must 
recognize that we are a family. 
Furthermore, once classes are 
completed, we need to again TAKE 
them to their first few dances. Joining 
the club, or attending another club, is 
like starting over for them. How many 
more dancers would we save if we did

this? Would new dancers feel welcome, 
more at ease? Would this be a change 
in attitudes? 

If we are to rebuild a prosperous 
square dance activity, callers must 
recognize that we have a real need to 
call less complex dances and classes. 
Again, let's not confuse the issue that 
less complexity automatically assumes 
limiting variety. l'm not advocating 
limiting variety. Rather let's make а 
conscious effort to use better judgment 
in what we call and how we call it. We 
must make a better effort at keeping 
everyone dancing. Our retention rate 
is mute testimony to that fact. I think it 
far more important that we change our 
attitude to one that restores fun, 
sociability, and the experience of 
successfully dancing to music rather 
than solving choreographic puzzles. 
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In reality, it will only take а small 
change in ATTITUDE in those of us 
who enjoy this activity so much. We 
must be more tolerant and 
understanding of the new dancer. We 
must demonstrate as much 
enthusiasm for square dancing as a 
whole, as we show for our favorite 
program within the activity. We need 
to extend some love and affection for 
our wonderful recreation of square 
dancing. We need to display a passion 
for the activity. We need to teach new 
dancers that there is more to square 
dancing than executing geometric 
figures to music. All of us need to look 
around at our circle of square dance 
friends. That is what square dancing 
did for us. That is really what square 
dancing is all about. It's the people. 
It's you. It's me. It's us. 

Each of us would like to see the 
square dance activity of the future as a 
vibrant, healthy, and exciting 
recreation. | firmly believe this can 
happen. However, it will take effort, 
understanding, and tolerance on the 
part of everyone. It will take leadership 
and cooperation from everyone; callers, 
dancers, and all the organizations 
associated with square dancing. Let's 
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be positive, especially in our writing 
and our conversation. Let's be positive 
with each other. Let's see if we can't 
change our attitude and be positive 
and excited about our recreation. 

Finally, it is my firm belief that our 
soriety needs square dancing even 
more so since the events of last 
September [2001]. Our activity has so 
much to offer in so many ways. It has 
been à long time since our society 
needed the warmth, friendship, and 
feeling of family that we, and our 
activity can provide. But, we have to 
market the activity and sell that feeling 
of family to a whole group of new 
people that are searching for us. We 
will have to make some changes to 
make that possible. | am absolutely 
confidant that we can accomplish 
that. It will take some compromise, 
but is completely do-able. This is a 
wonderful activity with so many 
wonderful people. Most of us involved 
in square dancing share a passion 
and affection for the activity. Let's 
share that passion and affection with 
people that need what we have to 
offer. Let's enjoy square dancing 
and, more importantly, let's. enjoy 
each other.

The United Square Dancers 
of America meeting covered many 
topics including insurance, budget, 
youth, USDA Publications, National 
Folk Dance, handicapable dancers, 
and their credit card program.

ROUNDALAB, American Callers Asso- 
ciation, CONTRALAB, and others. 

Two resolutions were passed that 
should be of interest to and should be 
supported by all dancers. The first: Be 
it resolved that the United Square 
Dancers of America and its Affiliates 
support the idea of the formation of an 
"Alliance" for the promotion of Square 
Dancing with National Dance organi- 
zations having a balanced and repre- 
sentative voice to participate and 
present their varied views. The second: 
Be it resolved that the United Square 
Dancers of America encourages all 
Square Dancers to support the effort to 
establish the “Square Dance” as the 
National Folk Dance. Both of these 
resolutions were passed. We have a 
tape to share, showing youth learning 
square dancing. It is timed on the tape 
for easy access (о individual calls. 
Each call is taught separately and 
shown by the youthful dancers. The 
tape may be copied by those interested 
in having a copy. It has been 
recommended to try to introduce the 
tape to schools as a help for teaching 
square dancing for physical education 
or recreation. 

Legacy held their “Summit Meet- 
ing.” The topics discussed were wide 
ranging in scope. A Stanford College

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A Salute to Brome 
Squares on it’s 
25 Anniversary 

If you've studied our VT Association 
banner you may have wondered about 
that blue and white badge floating 
above our state. While most of their 
members are Canadians, many U.S. 
dancers over the years have crossed the 
border to join in their fun and 
fellowship. Since Brome Squares is in 
the unique position of drawing dancers 
from two countries, they are members 
of the Border Boosters Square & Round 
Dance Ass'n as well as the VAWSSDC. 

It all began in the summer of ‘76 
when Joyce & Jim Pratt decided a 
square dance club would help draw 
the church community and its citizens 
closer. With help from Diana & Art 
Mizener and caller Randy West and 
his wife Irene, sixteen couples were 
rounded up to start “Year One” of 
Brome Squares. That the community 
was involved was very evident when 
one saw sixteen year olds linking 
arms with 64 year old dancers. From 
the beginning the club was highly 
visible, and still is dancing at 
Knowlton's Canada Day, Winter Car- 
nival and other local and area 
celebrations & special occasions, fairs 
and demos at various organizations, 
nursing homes, etc. Randy kept things 
going for seven years and upon his 
retirement Milt Thomas and his wife, 
Margaret, came aboard. Others who 
taught classes included Alice 
Larochelle Mellish (until she moved to 
Nova Scotia), Normand Brunet & his 
wife Pierrette, and currently Corry 
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EWS 
from Vermont 


Lowden, who has been handling all the 
calling class responsibilities since the 
new millennium started. 

When in the mid ‘80's some 
members gathered in a member's 
home to learn Plus from dancers Jean- 
Paul & Lucie Darmezin's records and 
books, Milt began to incorporate some 
Plus tips on the club dance night. 
Perhaps some dancers may recall this 
group, called the Plus Nuts, at various 
weekends and festivals. The distinc- 
tive Brome Squares banner was 
completed just in time for the parade 
at the 6" Canadian National Conven- 
tion in Hamilton. 

Always ready to travel, Brome 
Square members can be found raiding 
various clubs in the U.S. as well as 
Canada - and at one time had a 
collection of 8 banners that needed to 
be retrieved! Sometimes the group 
was so large they'd hire a bus for raids 
or to attend a festival, and old timers 
still talk about dancing on the ferry 
boat from Burlington. In '88 they 
became co-sponsors with North Coun- 
try Swingers (Newport, VT) of the 
annual "Hands Across the Border." 
Dancing was in the street on the 
border of Derby Line, VT and Rock 
Island, PQ with a pot luck afterward in 
a nearby church in Canada. By the 
'90's they'd outgrown their hall in 
Knowlton and moved to Cowansville, 
PQ which was more central for club 
members. А few years ago they began 
holding their Class Bash on Sunday 
afternoon so that guests who have a. 
long way to travel could get home 
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early in the evening. 

But probably their most popular, 
special dance is their annual Corn 
Roast in August which draws dancers 
from all over the Northeast U.S. and 
Canada. While it is a tremendous 
effort, this whole undertaking is done 
in a spirit of goodwill and cooperation. 
But can you imagine husking corn for 
over 250 dancers!!!! As their oldest 
member said at their 25^ Anniversary 
celebration - that we've lasted for a 
quarter century is a eredit to a super 
string of Club Executives and a faithful 
bunch of enthusiastic dancers. 


Extra Curricular 
Activities in Vermont 

As we all know many square dance 
clubs will sponsor a dance, complete 
with a theme which is carried out to 
{һе N" degree in decorations, food, 
sometimes even with special cos- 
tumes and music. For instance, this 
year among our Vermont Association 
clubs there have been ice cream 
socials, pie nights, silent auctions, 
picnics, cireus nights, corn roasts, 
hobo nights, bus trips, anniversaries, 
pajama parties to name a few.

Every year 
when Littleton Squares conducts its 
Autumn Leaves Weekend ог the 
Connecticut Valley Swingers have 
their Fall Foliage Frolic it is debatable 
whether the dancers come to dance or 
to enjoy the display Mother Nature 
produces every fall. Although no 
longer being held, long time dancers 
have happy memories of square and 
round dancing at Jay Peak when North 
Country Swingers used to sponsor 
weekends there.

Recently we gave a one hour 
presentation titled “Recruiting and 
Retaining New Dancers” al a 
Midwest state square and round dance 
convention, We covered the basics of 
marketing (Public Relations, Public- 
ity, Advertising and Selling) and 
used the advertising of this education 
session as an example of how advertis- 
ing works. The audience was excellent 
- eager to learn how to recruit new 
dancers. 1 asked the audience how 
many times they read something about 
this education session. (By the way, 
having education sessions at a square 
dance event is what makes it а 
convention instead of a festival or 
jamboree.) One said, they saw a flyer 
on the wall in the hallway; another said 
they sawit in the daily program sheets; 
another said that there was a flyer in 
our packet that we got from the 
registration desk. Another person said 
it was in the information letter that 
they received in the mail about а week 
before the convention. 

I told the group that apparently the 
marketing of this education session 
worked - you are here despite all of the 
competition that this session has for 
your time. That is what marketing is all 
about - impulses of information from 
various sources hoping that one of the 
marketing efforts would get your 
ATTENTION, create enough INTER- 
EST to get you to DESIRE more 
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information, and most importantly, 
motivate you to take ACTION — to 
come to this session. 

All advertising efforts, regardless if 
it is a display ad, a radio or television 
announcement or commercial, a classi- 
fied ad, à husiness сага, a brochure, а 
placemat, a table tent card, a 
bookmarker - you name it - has to pass 
the AZDA test. AIDA is an acronym for 
ATTENTION, INTEREST, DESIRE 
and ACTION. If any one of these four 
actions is missing your marketing 
efforts will be less effective. 

The ATTENTION part usually is a 
catchy HEADLINE. Yes, even a radio 
commercial has a headline. И may be a 
leading question with background 
music or it could be just music. The 
DESIRE and /NTEREST part gives 
more information to motivate the 
person receiving the message to take 
ACTION. The ACTION part will 
encourage the targeted person to call, 
email, or write for more information. 
The action part of this education 
session was to encourage the dancers 
(and eallers) to give the session-a high 
priority and attend this session. 
Apparently, it worked! 

1 told the group that they are 
“living proof” that advertising 
works! 1 noticed the smiles across 
the room as | concluded this portion 
of the presentation. 

Then we got into the various types

of advertising and publicity (free 
advertising). We talked about display 
ads, classified ads, radio & television 
commercials, brochures, placemats, 
tent cards, bookmarkers, ete. They 
were especially interested in the tent 
cards because of their low cost to 
produce and distribute to local restau- 
rants. All participants received mas- 
ters of the placemats and tent cards 
that we have created for the marketing 
of square dancing. 

One participant asked when should 
we start advertising our new dancer 
program? My answer was: “Advertis- 
ing should be a continuous activity in 
your area with special emphasis about 
two months before your new dancer 
program starts.” 

We then talked about the other 
three activities in the marketing of 
square dancing (attracting new danc- 
ers), namely PUBLIC RELATIONS, 
PUBLICITY, and, most importantly, 
SELLING. I told the group that they can 
have the best ads in the world but they 
will not work if there is not a

salesperson on the receiving end of the 
ACTION phase. 

During the final section of my 
presentation we got into Retaining 
New Dancers. | told the group that most 
new dancers drop out of square 
dancing within two years of their 
completion of the new dancer program. 
We have to change this if we are going 
to start growing in numbers again. One 
individual asked, “What can we do to 
retain more of our new dancers?” My 
answer was to treat your new dancers 
as VIPs, give them a lot of TLC, and 
most importantly, become true friends 
of these new dancers. Include them in 
all your other activities. Give them 
special invites to club activities. Take 
them to other club dances. Encourage 
them to attend area jamborees, other 
area special dances, and your state or 
provincial conventions. 

І told the group about a true 
happening at one club. We attended 
this club's graduation dance - the new 
dancers were so proud of their 
accomplishments; they had big smiles 
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from ear to ear. [t was their special 
dance. A couple of weeks later this 
club held their "The Club of the 
Month" dance. The dancers were 
there with all of their pretty outfits. 
They were all set to have a great time. 
They quickly got out on the dance floor 
and BOOM! The real world of square 
dancing set in - those smiles soon 
turned to sad faces. Most of the 
squares that had new dancers broke 
down frequently. | could go on with 
more details but you know the pieture 
as well as I do. Then a Plus tip comes 
up - more sitting out. Then a couple of 
round dances - more sitting out. 

I told the group that this set of new 
dancers were very well taught by an 
excellent teacher-ealler. So, what 
happened? Different callers called at 
this “Club of the Month” dance; some 
called some “different” routines; some 
called some calls that are no longer in 
the CALLERLAB Mainstream list; ete. 
ete, ete, 

| told the group that if this true 
experience is typical at their club 
dances, there are things you can 
change. | suggested that they keep 
encouraging their new dancers, telling 
them that things will get better as they 
get more experience dancing to other 
callers. Also tell your new dancers to 
discuss the calls that gave them 
problems with their instruetor for 
possible review, etc. 

1 encourage them to have only one 
round dance song in place of the break 
- not two or more round dance songs. Í 
eneourage them to have only Main- 
stream tips during their regular dance 
and, if necessary, have a Plus tip after 
the regular dance. 

The hour went by so fast. The next 
instructor was ready to take over the 
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room. I thanked the audience [or 
coming and that I hoped they learned 
something about Recruiting and Re- 
taining New Dancers. [n closing, I 
said, "If you remember only one thing 
from this session. I hope it is AIDA. If 
you know and understand the AIDA 
test, you will be a successful new 
dancer reeruiter." 

Moving on to another subject, 1 
received a letter recently from LEGACY 
stating that LEGACY is no longer in 
business. This is a sad day in square 
dance history. Personally | feel there 
is a viable place for LEGACY, as a 
leadership organization with a posi- 
tive and realistic vision, in our square 
danee world. Who knows? Maybe 
LEGACY II will arise and continue the 
goals of LEGACY, As many of you 
know, we provided LEGACY with the 
Five Year Pocket Calendars that 
LEGACY marketed around the world. 
We will continue offering five vear 
pocket ealendars to square and round 
dancers at the same price - only $5.95 
+ 51 shipping and handling. Yearly 
Supplements will also be available. 
We will be designing a Marketing 
Packet, similar to the LEGACY Promo 
Pac, that will be available soon. 
Concerning other marketing of 
LEGACY products, we will be talking 
to LEGACY to see if Club Leadership 
Journal can continue offering these 
aids to the square dance world.

In 
Shakespeare's Henry V, the king rallies 
his troops at the Battle of Agincourt, 
where six thousand English troops held 
off 25,000 French knights at the English 
equivalent of the Alamo. What is different 
is they won because of this determination 
and a little invention called the longbow, 
Let CALLERLAB provide the longbow 
and you the determination.

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ROUGH DANCING? MEN WIN 


Ed Foote,

At the National Convention in St. 
Paul, Minnesota this summer, | partici- 
pated in 7 hours of panels, seminars 
and clinics. One panel was entitled 
“Defensive Dancing.” 

After a few opening comments 
from myself and the other panelist, we 
asked the floor for comments. We 
were immediately swamped with 
complaints from women about rough 
dancing from men. 

The biggest complaint was that men 
squeeze women's hands too tightly. 
This was repeated over and over again. 

In response to a woman's question 
about why men do this, one man offered 
the logical theory that men work with 
machines and tools and are used to 
gripping tightly things like serewdriv- 
ers, pliers and wrenches. 

Another strongly emphasized com- 
plaint against men was that they drag 
the women through the calls, instead of 
letting the women dance. This seemed 
especially prevalent on the calls Ferris 
Wheel, Recycle and Linear Cycle. 

Finally, one man stood up and 
said: “Well, there are rough women 
too." A few heads nodded in agree-

Everyone was back to 
criticizing the men. 

Solutions. Having identified the 
problem, here are possible solutions 
which were proposed. 

For men squeezing hands too tightly: 

(1) The woman can say “Ouch, that 
hurts!” This should cause sufficient 
embarrassment to the man that he will 
not do it again. It was noted that this 
should be said only if a particular man 
has 2 history of squeezing too tightly 
and not for an isolated instance. 

(2) Women have a good defense in 
fingernails, Ifthe man’s grip is causing 
pain, the woman can squeeze the man's 
hand with her fingernails. 

(3) Some women have a badge 
maker prepare а badge they can wear 
that says “injured hand” or “injured 
arm.” This usually results in a lighter 
touch by all men,

standard boy-girl set-up, the man has 
further to go to do the call so there is a 
tendency for him to pull the woman, To

counteract this, a women should 
double her speed in doing Ferris 
Wheel.

(2) For Recycle and Linear Cycle, 
many dancers use hands for the entire 
call. But, except for the initial Single Hinge 
on Linear Cycle, these are no hands calls. 
So if the man is dragging the woman, she

can simply push his hand away. When he 
asks why she did this. her reply is: "Don't 
you know these are no hands calls? [want 
to do the calls correctly." This should 
render the man speechless,

review their dance habits to be sure 
they are not being rough.

What can you do with all those left 
over scraps of fabric from your sewing 
projects or, Honey, will you please get 
rid of some of this STUFF in the 
sewing room? 

I know most of you have some, (or 
lots of) left over fabric from your 
sewing projects, just taking up valu- 
able space. Now, this space is very 
valuable because it can be used for new 
purchases of fabric, right? Well, I am no 
different, but I have found a way to put 
most of the fabric to good use. 

I make place mats, napkins, and 
even hankies. Some of these have been 
given as gifts, some kept for my own 
use, and some just given. Let me 
explain how easy this can be. 

I originally purchased a pattern for 
place mats and through the years | 
have adapted it to my way. 

IfI am making 4 place mats, I cut out 
4 sides of one fabric and then use 
another fabric, usually one to compli- 
ment for the other side, which makes 
this a reversible place mats. It is very 
inexpensive to keep a roll of batting 
(fleece) on hand. You can usually buy 
this by the yard or already prepack- 
aged. I buy the prepackaged crib size, 
it's 45" x 60" апа 1/4" thick. I can 
usually make 10 to 12 plaee mats from 
one package of batting and the cost of 
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the batting is usually under $4.00. Lay 
the place mat cut outs on the batting 
and cut out 4. You will be sandwiching 
Ше batting between the fabric. The 
easiest way that I have found is to pin 
through all thickness in several places, 
or use clothes pins, the kind that pinch, 
to hold everything together. Don't be 
skimpy with the pins, this can save you 
from a headache and (or) heartache 
when you are at the machine. There are 
several ways to finish the raw edges. If 
you have a serger, do it the easy way 
und just serge around all the outside 
edges. You can use contrasting, 
coordinating or even designer thread 
in your serger. If you don't have a 
serger, then you can zigzag with a tight 
stiteh length all around the edges. If 
you have a straight stitch machine, you 
ean still stitch all around the raw edges 
and then finish with bias tape, a 
purchased ruffle or a ruffle that you 
have made that will coordinate with 
both fabric choices, Most of us have bits 
and pieces of laces and ribbons left in 
our "left over pile." Use some of the 
ribbons to make designs on plain fabric, 
and you can use lace on some fabric to 
"fancy it up" to make some really nice 
one of a kind tea time place mats. 
Napkins are the easiest ever. Just 
make sure they are not skimpy. It is

really neat to make matching napkins 
or at least coordinating in some way 
with the place mats. You can do a 
narrow rolled hem on your serger, a 
narrow hem on the regular sewing 
machines, or even stitch two rows of 
stitches close together (similar to top 
stitching) all around the four sides and 
then pull threads to make a fringed hem. 

Hankies can be made from the 
sheerest fabric you have on hand. 1 
don't own a fancy machine that can do 
all those fancy stitches in multiple 
colors. Mine is an old Singer Slant 
Needle with the drop in cams (remem- 
ber those). I use the same cam (#11 - 
"ribbon") on all the hankies and some 
place mats that І have made. On some I 
used just one line of stitches in the 
same color as (he fabric, this is an 
elegant look. On others | used different 
colors for two rows of stitehes. The 
hankies ] made were used by me that 
match my square dance outfits, to help

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Two years ago | wrote about a book 
I had just heard about called “Bowling 
Alone.” It is a fairly technical treatise 
by Robert Putnam who is a professor at 
Harvard, For me it was like reading a 
murder mystery because it explained 
very convineely why our recruitment of 
new square dancers had started to 
decline in the late 1970's. It turns out 
that nearly every activity that involved 
people actually taking part suffered 
the same problem. 

For this column the detailed 
analysis that Dr. Putnam went through 
in reaching his conclusion doesn't 
matter. It doesn't even matter what 
changes in society have caused this 
change. Folks are willing to watch 
things in inereasing numbers. They 
just don't want to have to do something. 
What matters is that square dance 
classes went from being profit centers 
for the club to being a club expense as 
classes shrank during the early 1980's. 

We didn't see this happening. As late 
as the 1990's we - both dancers and 
callers - were still trying to believe that 
we could return to the “glory days” of 
Square dancing when five-square classes 
were common if we just did a better job 
of selling our product, We were wrong 
but that’s not the important thing. 

The result of the dropping class size 
and the disappearance of many classes 
completely was an increase in the 
average dancing experience of the 
members of our clubs. When we were 
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bringing in new people in good 
numbers the average experience in 
most clubs was two to three years. Now 
its hard to find an average dancing 
experience of less than ten years. 

Another thing that went away with 
shrinking classes was the fresh 
members of our leadership pool. With 
big classes there were always a few 
promising new leaders, Now there's 
hardly anyone in any club that hasn't 
been a club officer at least once. 

This is a self-perpetuating 
situation. Well established groups 
are very difficult for someone new to 
join. There's no way that a one-year 
dancer can enjoy the choreography 
that challenges a ten-year dancer. If 
ten-year dancers enjoyed moving to 
the music in the company of friends, 
they could welcome the new dancers. 
Unfortunately. many of the remaining 
"survivors" are the same folks who 
have been pushing callers to "keep 
the level up." 

Most experienced callers remember 
that ten and twenty years ago the way 
to get hired back by a club was to call 
such "interesting" choreography that 
lots of the folks in the back of the hall 
couldn't handle it. Lots of the dancers 
who talk to callers still seem to same 
their highest respect for the caller who 
can call the trickiest stuff - whether it 
flows well or not. The experienced 
dancers don't go to Mainstream dances 
- so we don't have many of them.

BOB BRUNDAGE 


Bob Brundage was born in Danbury, 
Connecticut on Магер 8, 1922 to Gene 
and Harold Brundage. He grew up as а 
farm boy in that town. At the age of 12, 
he played drums in a square dance 
orchestra organized by his mother 
around 1933-1934 as a 4-H Club 
project. It was called The King Street 
Pioneers, and was well known through- 
out western CT and eastern NY state. 
Bob started calling when he was 13 
years old, and has been calling squares 
and contras ever since. 

He started the first 50 Square 
Dance Clubs in western MA and 4 in 
CT, one of which - The Mad Hatters - is 
still going strong. He started and cued 
at the first round dance club in CT. He 
also helped organize The Connecticut 
Callers and Teachers Association in 
1952, and Western Massachusetts 
Callers Association in 1953. 

Bob's recordings on Folkraft and 
MacGregor labels are still being used 
today at Contra and Folk Dance 
Institutes and weekends. His philoso- 
phy is that dance steps are set to music 
- music is not an incidental accompani- 
ment to choreography. 

During WWII, Bob was a fighter 
pilot in the U.S. Army Air Corps, flving 
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P-47 fighter bombers, flying close 
support for Gen, Patton's army, and 
flew 3 missions on D-Day. He married 
his childhood sweetheart, Frances Eno 
on the day before D-Day. After the war, 
he returned to college and graduated 
from the University of Maine in 1948 
with his Masters Degree in Recreation. 

Bob was the official square dance 
caller for the New York State Fair Teen 
Dance Festivals from 1961 to 1966. In 
1960 he appeared on Arthur Godfrey's 
live television show with one square of 
his square dancers. Bob has called in 
hundreds of dance festivals and 
conventions - both in and out of the 
United States. In 1958 we was honored 
to be designated an Admiral in the 
Great Navy of the State of Nebraska. 
This was a "Key to the City" type honor 
for calling with Arnie Kronenberger at 
an Omaha, NE weekend that had 300 
squares of dancers in attendance. 

In 1995 Bob moved to Albuquer- 
que, NM and volunteered his services 
to the Lloyd Shaw Foundation. In 
1996 he started an Oral History 
Projeet to fil the void in the 
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locumentation of the history and 
levelopment of the square dance 
tivity during its formative period 
rom “traditional” lo our "modern 
vestern square dancing." So far, over 
100 callers, round dance leaders, and 


vgional leaders - from over 36 
American states, Canada, England, 


\ustralia, and New Zealand have been 
nterviewed at his own expense with no 
hought of monetary reward.

‘Happy: Than tsdiving 
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I have just learned that the NECCA 
Clinic this year has been canceled 
because only a dozen callers signed up 
to attend. l can’t say I am too surprised. 
For the past couple of years the caller 
participation in the clinic has been 
dwindling. We hid that fact by featuring 
a topic that was of interest to dancers 
as well as callers; the multi-cycle class 
system. We invited dancers to attend 
the clinic and last year there were more 
non-callers than there were callers. 

The NECCA Clinic has been run for 
more than forty years on the third 
Sunday in September. It is NECCA's 
premier project fulfilling one of the 
most important reasons for the exist- 
ence of NECCA, caller training. The 
other reason for holding a clinic has 
always been social. A caller associa- 
tion is something like a club. We, 
callers, enjoy an intense interest in 
square dancing. The chance to social- 
ize with others who share that interest 
has made the clinic fun in addition to 
its educational value. 

The topic of the clinic this year was 
a technical one. We were going to learn 
about the new ways that are available 
for buying and using music. Until quite 
recently all the music we used came 
through the mail on 45 RPM records. 
Now it is possible to listen to the 
available new (and old) music on our 
computers. We can download the ones 
we want direetly into our home, record 
them on CD's or minidisks and use 
them at a dance the same night. Our 
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clinic leaders were going to show us 


how that system works. 

Perhaps some of the NECCA 
members don't want to know. It's not a 
system that І expect to use as longas І 
can get records the old fashioned way. 
But that’s not the most important 
reason for attending the clinic. We 
have an activity that everyone knows is 
in trouble. There are a handful of 
callers and dancers working hard to 
find a way to keep it available. We 
know what a wonderful social recre- 
ation square dancing has been for us. 
We would like to keep it available so 
others can know and appreciate it as 
we have. Apparently the number who 
feel that way is shrinking to oblivion. 

If callers expect dancers to come to 
their dances week after week, they 
might think about why the dancers 
would want to do that. Apparently the 
chance to mingie with others who share 
common interests isn't very appealing 
to the callers. Why would they think 
dancers would want to do what they, 
themselves, aren't willing to do. 

Believe me guys (and gals), the 
quality of your choreography and the 
smoothness of the dancing experience 
is not what brings folks to your dance. 
They come to enjoy each others’ 
company - sometimes even in spite of 
the lousy dancing you provide. If you 
don't understand the social value of the 
NECCA clinie, you don't understand 
the principle value of the product you 
are offering.

C hecking recipes for salt, I found almost all had unwanted salt. I try to keep away 
from it as much as I can. I did find a good seasoning that solved the salt problem. 


No Salt Seasoning 

1 tsp onion powder 
1 TBSP garlic powder 
1 TBSP paprika 
1 TBSP ground mustard 
i tsp dried thyme 
1/2 tsp pepper 
1/2 tsp celery seed 

Combine all ingredients is a small 
jar with a shaker top. Use for 
seasoning broiled fish, poultry, cooked 
vegetables, soups and stews or place it 
on the table to be used individually. 
This will make about 1/3 of a cup, so I 
double it. This seasoning will help over 
come that blandness of having no salt. 
Let me know how it works for you. 


Little Pound Cake For Two 
3 TBSP butter, (no substitute) softened 
6 TBSP sugar 
1 egg 
6 TBSP all-purpose flour 
pinch of baking soda 
7 tsp buttermilk 
1/4 tsp vanilla extract 
1/8 tsp orange extract 

In a small mixing bowl, cream the 
butter and sugar. Beat in egg. Combine 
flour and baking soda; add alternately 
with buttermilk to creamed mixture. 
Blend in extracts. Pour into a greased 
5-3/4 in. x 3 in. x 2 in. loaf pan. Bake at 
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350° for 30-35 minutes or until cake 
tests done. Cool for 10 minutes; remove 
from the pan to cool on a wire rack. 
Yields one mini loaf. I like to make 2 or 
3 at a time and freeze for use later.

aroma is still there, I store it in a zip 
lock bag and bring it out again for the 
colder months when I use it as a hot 
drink coaster, They are easy to make 
und I bet you already have scraps to be 
used for this project. 

Seented Hot Pads 

You will need: 

Fabrice (scraps work fine) 

Rice 

Essential Oil (scented oil) 

Mix 1 cup of UNCOOKED rice with 5 
drops of the essential oil. Mix well. 
Cover bowl and let set for at least 24 
hours. (You can mix up a large quantity 
and store in ап airtight container if 
your are not going to make the pads up 
right away.) 

To make circular hot pads, fold 3" 
fabric tube in half length-wise) make 
the tube as longas you are comfortable 
handling). Stiteh апа turm right side 
out. Fill the tube with the scented rice 
and slip stitch the end together. Begin 
with the slip stitched end in the center 
and wrap the filled tubing until you 
have a circle of the desired size. Snip 
off the end of the tube, empty about 1/2" 
of filling, and turn the resulting fabric 
under and slip stitch closed. Using à 
strong thread, tack the tubular circle 
together on the back of the pad. Use

several tacks or a running stitch of 
your choice. Experiment with methods 
that work best for vou. I've seen oval 
ones, thinner tubes that were braided 
and a square опе, The square one is 
made by cutting two pieces of fabric 10" 
by 10", stitch three sides and turn right 
side oul. You stitch channels about 
every 2" apart so that you have 5 
channels making sure you stitch all the 
way tothe ends or eise the rice will kind 
of flow together and not make plump 
channels. Fill the ehannels with the 
scented rice and slipstiteh the open 
side closed. A word of caution—the 
essential oil goes a long way and 100 
much will seep through and make an oil 
stain on your fabric. 

Fill a gift basket with an INEXPEN- 
SIVE teapot, a variety of (eas, your 
scented hot pad and you have a great 
gift to give. These can be made up ina 
seasonal theme, for instance, Mother's 
Day with a floral spring fabric, floral 
scented oil, mint teas, and a springtime 
bow, Around this time of year you can 
really get in the holiday mood with all 
the scents of Christmas and of course 
the holiday fabrics. 

Make some...they are easy to make 
and believe me you will get lots of 
Thank You’s!!!!

August 30 


Jim Purcell, 71, of Ft. Pierce, FL and 
Attleboro, MA died Friday, August 30. 

Jim has been calling for forty vears 
and was a full time caller for 25 years. 
He and his wife, Gerrie traveled 
throughout the eastern seaboard con- 
ducting workshops and classes in the 
Needham area for many years. His 
clubs were the Happy Squares, Jim 
Dandies A-2 and the Diamond Jims C-1 
Club and The Systematics. During his 
'areer he was club caller for several 
clubs on the North Shore. 

He taught all square dance pro- 
grams from Beginner thru Challenge 1 
and was well known for teaching 
dancers to be able to dance to other 
callers as well as to him. He was always 
proud of his dancers and took delight in 
receiving many postcards and mes- 
sages through the years from students 
with just a message on them "Thank 
You, Jim." He would know that all his 
patience in teaching them properly had 
enabled them to dance wherever they 
traveled and they were showing their 
appreciation. When other callers would 
tell him that they were always tickled 
when they saw his student dancers on 
the floor, he would beam. 

Jim conducted the Happy Travel- 
lers Square Dance Weekends їп 
Enfield, CT for 17 years as well as being 
on staff for the Dick & Ardy Jones Royal 
Holiday Weekends in Pocono Manor, 
PA. He was also staff caller for the 
Nosker Weekends at Mountain Lake 
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House in PA as well as guest caller at 


countless weekends, festivals and 
conventions. The dancers he met 
through those 


years became life- 
long friends and 
were always so 
loyal to him. 

He and Gerrie 
worked at the re- 
quest of the Ber- 
muda Department 
of Tourism for 
twelve years con- 
ducting The Bermuda Square and Round 
Conventions and also The Bermuda 
Round Dance Festivals for several years. 
These trips encompassed becoming 
friends with many square dancers 
internationally and formed many friend- 
ships that have been most enduring. 

His wit endeared him to all square 
dancers and his spirit would infect the 
dance floor. Not only was dancing to 
Jim a pleasurable challenge, but just 
watching him could make your evening. 

Jim was a veteran of the Korean 
War and served in Korea and Japan 
as a Sergeant in the Military Police 
for 4% years. 

He had a 25 year career as a master 
pipefitter working on most of the high- 
rise buildings in Boston, as well as a 
Lieutenant Call Firefighter and Ambu- 
lance Driver for 17 years in Stoughton. 

He was a man of great passion. 
'assion in his devotion to Gerrie, 
passion in his love for his family, 
passion in his loyalty to his friends and 
passion for his country for he was 
unabashedly patriotic. 

He was an original, one of a kind.

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INTERNATIONAL ASSEMBLY OF "TRUSTEES" 
OF THE SQUARE DANCE ACTIVITY 


LEGACY's Annual 
SUMMIT MEETING 

LEGACY, the Leadership, Heritage 
and Communication Resource Center of 
the Square Dance Activity, continued its 
mission by inviting chairmen and repre- 
sentatives from its Affiliate Members and 
all of the major national organizations to 
its annual Summit meeting June 28 at the 
NSDC in St. Paul, MN. 

It was a time for sharing projects 
and questions. The Rocky Mountain 
Dancers from Colorado, а youth 
program that uses the aerial figures of 
the Cheyenne Mountain Dancers in its 
exhibitions, wanted information about 
other organizations’ Youth Programs. 
USDA mentioned that due to its 
successful insurance program, credit 
card and new prescription card, they 
have been able to share profits with the 
Handicapable and Youth committees 
as well as provide all their publications 
free, their latest one being on the 
Henzel Recruitment Plan. They are 
working on a Home Schooling booklet. 
ROUNDALAB is evaluating ways to 
work with other organizations to 
promote the SD activity. The IAGSDC 
are conducting a gay callers teaching 
course and developing a program to 
help new clubs get started. The Lloyd 
Shaw Foundation has a tremendous 
collection of records and historical 
material available dealing with the 
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many facets of the SD activity. They've 
put together several kits to help teach 
SD in schools, Visitors are always 
welcome at their Archival & Dance 
Center ... as well as at the SD 
Foundation of New England. The 
Denver area of Colorado is working on 
teaching tapes and has an active 
marketing program underway. 

CALLERLAB's Chairman talked 
about the Phoenix Plan, the ARTS and 
the Foundation. Although still in the 
planning stages, the major organiza- 
tions have expressed their interest 
and their support of the concept. The 
hardest part is going to be to 
communieate all that is happening 
down to the average dancer. 

The Legacy Co-Chairman, Wendy 
VanderMeulen, then announced that the 
LEGACY trustees after much thought 
have decided their organization has 
aecomplished what its founders set out 
to do in 1973, which was to assist other 
organizations covering the many facets 
within the activity get established and 
grow, Legacy has also achieved other 
goals since it begun but feels it is now 
lime to cease operations. The next 
growth phase of all these organizations 
is to work together for the betterment of 
the activity. Legacy feels the ARTS 
Program offers this opportunity as its 
membership is expected to be made up 
of representatives from the many facets 
within the activity. Legacy encourages 
allorganizations to lend their support to 
this effort. 

The Summit meeting ended with a 
special presentation of the Legacy 
Heritage Award. Bob & Dottie Elgin 
and Doc & Peg Tirrell were honored for 
their outstanding contributions and 
distinguished service to the square 
dance activity. 
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LEGACY Ceases Operations 


LEGACY, The International, Assem- 
bly of Trustees of the Square Dance 
Activity, was founded in 1973 as a non- 
profit international service leadership 
organization. It's main mission was to 
develop better communication among 
the many facets within the square dance 
activity. At that time there was a 
National SD Convention Committee, 
various state, caller and cuer organiza- 
tions, 3 major square dance publications 
-... but there was very little communica- 
tion between the various groups. 

During the past 30 years ........... 

"Legacy created the environment 
from which CALLERLAB grew. 

*The National Association of Square 
& Round Dance Suppliers was formed 
а{ Legacy in '75. 

*ROUNDALAB, the International 
Association of RD Teachers, was 
conceived at Legacy in 77. 

*Mini-legacy, or leadership pro- 
grams, many using the Legacy Leader- 
ship Manual, have helped teach 
leadership in the US and Canada. 

*Members worked with National Folk 
Dance Committee when square dance was 
declared the U.S. National Folk Dance in 
1982-83. A committee has worked dili- 
gently ever since to have square dance 
declared the National Square Dance in 
perpetuity. This committee also spear- 
headed the successful campaign to get 32 
US states to declare square dance their 
official state folk dance. 

*Members conducted daily Leader- 
ship and Public Relations seminars at 
19 National Square Dance Conventions. 

*Nine biennial surveys were con- 
ducted in the U.S. and Canada on 
attitudes, desires, dress, club member- 
ship, demographic analysis of dancers, 
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census and longevity of dancers, drops 
outs, ete. Results and comments were 
earefully noted and this information 
carefully shared worldwide. 

Legacy sponsored and promoted 
September as Square Dance Month for 
many years. 

*A square dance hot line was 
maintained for handling trouble spots 
within the aetivity, 

*Anannual Promo Pac for recruiting 
was created with many helpful hints 
and always included a new poster and 
possible theme. 

*[|n 1998 a campaign to stress 
"Dancing for the Health of It" was 
begun. Soon the theme was expanded 
toinclude "Dancing for Fun & Fitness." 

*Beginning in 1986, annual SUM- 
MIT Meetings were held at the 
NSDC for representatives from all 
facets of the square dance activity 
to have an opportunity, to interface 
with each other. 

Looking over the ensuing 30 years the 
trustees have come to see Legacy's 
mandate as being realized - assisting the 
organizations covering the many facets 
within the SD community to get estab- 
lished and striving to work together on 
some projects. The Legacy trustees now 
feel it is time to cease operations. 

Since many square dance organiza- 
tions are now well established world wide, 
the next growth phase is for all to work 
together for the betterment of the Activity. 
The ARTS program of the CALLERLAB 
Foundation offers this opportunity as its 
membership is expected to be made up 
from the many facets. We encourage all 
to support this enterprise as they so 
faithfully have supported Legacy through- 
out the years.

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Someone asked me the other day 
what NECCA and the Cooperation 
Committee should be doing for modern 
square dancing. The question was 
clearly based on a concern that these 
organizations had not done anything 
worth doing. 

My immediate response was to 
agree with the assumption. We get 
together four times a year (or, in the 
case of NECCA, three times) and talk. 
Does anything useful come out of these 
discussions? It certainly seems, often, 
that they are a waste of time. Modern 
square dancing as we know it is still in 
trouble and we aren't doing much that 
shows any promise of changing that. 

Alter a nights sleep I had a 
different view. And, by the way, does 
everybody know what NECCA and the 
Co-op Committee are? Most areas 
have a callers association. Ours is a 
little different because we have area 
associations throughout New England.

They have set up a delegate organiza- 
tion, the New England Council of 
Callers Associations (NECCA.) That is 
one of the three organizations that 
make up the Cooperation Committee. 
The others are the club dancer 
representatives, EDSARDA, and the 
round dance teacher/leader organiza- 
tion, NECORTA. 

The different view I had is that our 
meetings have not been wasted. 
NECCA, working with EDSARDA has 
done the job they were set up to do. The 
level of cooperation and communica- 
tion between leaders and dancers in 
New England is much stronger than in 
most other areas. For the last two 
years the NECCA Clinie has presented 
an alternative type of organization for 
square dance clubs. [t is a teaching 
system called *multi-cycle." Classes, 
instead of being available only once a 
year in the fall, are offered starting 
three times each vear.

At the clinic last year five clubs 
told us about the multi-cyele pro- 
grams they were offering. | believe 
all five are now stronger and larger 
than they were last year. The system 
works - for those who are willing to 
work it. It does seem to work best 
when the club is willing to saerifice - 
least reduce substantially - 
their commitment to Plus dancing. 
But it does work. We can recruit 
people into modern square dancing.

For 
some this is a Plus program. For 


others it is Advanced. Neither of 





these will be of any help in rebuilding 
modern square dancing. Clubs that 
have shown how to rebuild square 
dancing are providing easy Main- 
stream dancing with emphasis on 
both sociability and choreography. 

EDSARDA member clubs have 
shown how to succeed, NECCA tried 
to make their success available to the 
rest of the square dancing commu- 
nity. This is their job. They eannot 
force others to try a different 
approach. All they ean do is make the 
information available. They've done 
their job. Will you help, or is your 
club only willing to do it the way they 
always have?

Сеш England states attended 
the EDSARDA Delegate’s Meeting 
which included the program entitled 
Adult Ed and Multi-cycle Square 
Dance Classes Revisited. Panelists 
were Ron Clifford, Program Chairman, 
EDSARDA, and Bob Monz and Brigid 
Menzi representing the Square Wheel- 
ers. This program was a continuation 
of a program that was presented a 
couple of years ago. At that time there 
were three sets of panelists—Ron & 
Goldie Clifford, Everett & Arline 
Mackin, and John & Judy Thompson. 

Ron Clifford began the program with 
a brief overview of the process for clubs 
to work with their towns to offer square 
dancing through Adult Education Pro- 
grams or Park and Recreation Depart- 
ments. Commonly thc sponsor provides 
advertising in the community, a hall, 
and contracts with the caller—all at no 
cost to the club. Clubs’ responsibilities 
аге to find a caller to work with the 
sponsor and to provide teaching 
assistants (angels). Ron noted that 
there is not a uniform poliey and that 
policies may be different in each town. 
Ron then reviewed reports from Everett 
& Arline of the Whirlaways Square and 
Round Dance Club and John & Judy of 
{һе Swingin Bears regarding the 
results of their programs. 

The Whirlaways entered into an 
agreement with a city Department of 
Parks and Recreation to offer square 
dancing through Adult Education Pro- 
grams, In the first year five couples 
completed the course; in 2001 no class 
was developed even with additional 
recruiting by the Whirlaways; and in 
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EDSARDA 


2002 the Whirlaways reverted back to 
traditional methods of recruiting as the 
sponsor would no longer provide a hall. 

The Swingin’ Bears is sponsored by 
iheir local Adult Education Program. The 
hallis free and the program is advertised in 
the fall and aguin in January. The club 
collects the fee and pays their own 
expenses (caller, etc.). If there is no class in 
the fall, Plus and/or А1/А2 workshops are 
conducted and in January another attempt 
is made to form a new class. Eight couples 
joined the January 2002 class—seven 
couples graduated. John Thompson 
recommends keeping focused on fun, 
maintaining a good relationship with your 
sponsor, and being flexible by changing 
programs to adjust to the current situation. 

Panelists Bob Mong and Brigid 
Menzi reported that the local Adult 
Education Program sponsored their 
classes. Sponsorship included adver- 
tising, hiring a caller, and providing a 
hall. Classes were formed in the fall 
and in January. Twelve people at- 
tended the first class—5 graduated; 12 
new people and 5 former classmates 
attended the second class—4 gradu- 
ated; 11 new people and 4 former 
classmates attended the third class—S8 
graduated. All graduates joined the 
club. As there are no new students this 
fall, the Square Wheelers are conduct- 
ing a Plus Workshop.

Declining number of dancers. Ac- 
cording to Money Magazine, Ameri- 
cans worked 14 hours more per week in 
2000 than they did in 1969. Simulta- 
neously, the number of two-career 
houscholds jumped 79% during this 
time, 15 it any wonder that this has 
helped cause all group activities, 
including square dancing, to be sharply 
down in numbers? 

Beginners class. Ramblin’ Rogues 
of Orange County, California asks 
people in beginners class who are 
having major problems, to start over in 
January if there is another class in the 
area. Reason: If these people are 
retained and allowed to graduate, 
people at the club (members and 
guests) will avoid them, thereby 
causing bad feelings all around. 

Ramblin’ Rogues has decided that 
club unity is more important than 
trying to squeeze every last dollar out 
of new dancers. The club is very 
successful with attendance well above 
average for the area. 

Square dance promotion. One of the 
best articles I have ever seen promoting 
square dancing appeared in Light d 
Tasty Magazine (Oct/Nov. 2002 issue). 
Written by a woman from northwest 
Ohio, it is positive, upbeat, and made me 








want to run ont and join a class. 

Cueing rounds. Why don't cuers 
ever sing any notes? Once square 
dance callers have learned the me- 
chanics of calling, they are taught to 
partially sing their patter by finding the 
melody line of the record. They sing 
that note along with a note or two on 
either side as they give commands, as 
well as also talking some of the calls. 

Cuers don't do this. They talk 
everything. It is extremely rare to ever 
hear a cuer sing one note. [ have asked 
a number of cuers why this is, and the 
response is always, “1 don't know, I 
never thought about it, it’s always been 
done this way.” 

If callers immediately sound much 
better as soon as they begin to sing some 
of their patter, isn't it logical that the 
same would be true for cuers? Note: Тат 
nol suggesting thal cuers sing every note 
of a round dance, merely that they sing 
some of the notes -ie. the ones that would 
be most comfortable for them. 

If anyone knows the reason why 
cuers never sing any notes at all, | 
would enjoy hearing from you.

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Well...it's that time again...time to 
make those last minute gifts. What?, 
you say you don't have time...well, ha, 
yes, you can still make several of these 
lo give as gifts, | am not kidding, these 
are sssooooo simple, 1 don't know why 
I didn't think of this before, but I didn't. 
One of the ladies at a recent Herb 
Society Meeting had one on and instead 
of evervone wanting to know about her 
recipe that she was demonstrating...we 
wanted to see her apron, You read that 
right...her APRON. 

Seems she just uses a plain ole’ every 
day pillowease and just fancies it up. 
Here are the directions and then I'll give 
you some ideas that she shared with us. 
The pity is that some of the gals didn't 
sew and were willing to purchase one if 
someone would just “make me one." 

You will need one standard size 
pillowease, scissors and embellishment 
(optional). 

Lay your pillowcase out flat, 
measure up from the bottom and cut a 
10-inch wide strip. Cut another strip 
that is 2 inches wide. 

On the 10-inch piece, turn in and 
sew a 1-іпер hem and then turn in 
again and sew a 1-іпећ hem all along 
the top raw edges. 

Cut the narrow strip at each side so 
you now have two strips of fabric. Fold 
each strip into thirds and stitch using a 
narrow hem to finish the raw edges. 
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y A. v 
Sew one tie to @ 
each side of 

the apron. 

Stitch from the top hemmed edge to 
the bottom at intervals to form pockets, 
Stitch through both thickness of fabric 
two times for strength. It's done. 

Since | can't leave well enough 
alone...I did it my way... 

The first way left some of the 
pillow case unused so | thought why 
not use all the pillow case and make 
it extra strong, 

Cut a 2 inch wide strip from the top 
open end of the pillowease. 

Cut. this strip at each side so you 
have the ties. You will have one finished 
edge so fold in the raw edge of the strip 
so the finished edge is on top aud stitch, 

Fold in the open edges of the 
pillowcase and stitch close to the edge, 
this will close the pillowease. 

Fold up the bottom edge of the 
pillowcase to within 2 to 3 inches of the 
top. Stiteh the sides then stiteh from the 
top to bottom, making the pockets. 

Stitch the ties to the apron sides and 
you are done. 

The first apron | saw was a flower 
print and she used a bright green thread 
for al! the stitching. The stitching 
between the pockets was stitched twice, 
giving the appearance of a twin needle 
stitch. The cook told us she is not a 
seamstress bul she has made this

CLUB LEADERSHIP 


NOTES 


Another усаг ends this month. Two 
thousand two definitely was a vear of 
change with many happenings in the 
wonderful world of square dancing, 

LEGACY decided to cease being a 
viable square dance leadership 
organization. The 51" National Square 
Dance Convention attendance dropped 
below 10,000. State square and round 
dance conventions have dropped below 
1000 dancers. Discussion on “the dress 
code” continues with the “no dress 
code" people gaining in numbers as 
they get more vocal. And, our numbers 
continue to drop. 

But there is a lot of GOOD NEWS 
too. Club Leadership Journal ended its 
relationship with LEGACY since it no 
longer exists and will continue being a 
viable world-wide square and round 
dance publication. Also, many of the 
products that LEGACY sold will 
continue to be available. And, who 
knows, maybe LEGACY П will arise 
with less organizational structure and 
fresh leadership. 

We predict that attendance at 
national and state conventions will 
bottom out within three years and then 
start going up again. Why? The grass 
roots effort to attract new dancers, 
especially young dancers, will start to 
help convention attendance. 

Regarding “Marketing that Works,” 
we learned of a lady in a Midwestern 
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city that refused to let her club continue 
to die because of a lack of new dancers, 
She distributed new dancer program 
flvers in her neighborhood. Yes, she (age 
70+) went out and knocked on doors 
selling square dancing. Her efforts 
resulted in 21 new dancers in this elub's 
new dancer program in the Fall of 2002. 

We learned of one club that targeted 
their marketing to people in the medical 
profession. They have 21 new dancers 
in their new dancer program. Next year 
they will be targeting 4H groups. 

We thank all of the people that 
contacted us for free masters of our 
table tent cards. The tent cards (to be 
placed on tables in restaurants) have 
eight different ads that target 
different audiences. The targeted 
audiences are families, newcomers in 
town, seniors, people who like music, 
people who like fun, ete, 

One area in Wisconsin asked me to 
give a one hour marketing seminar to 
their callers and dancer leaders, The 
response was very positive. The theme 
of the seminar was "Marketing Works!" 

We learned of one area square dance 
association in a Midwestern state that 
gives $200 grants ($100 from the 
dancers’ association and $100 from the 
caller's association) to clubs to 
reimburse them for their marketing 
efforts. The project resulted in over 100 
new dancers! This is an idea that all

provincial, state and area square dance 
associations should copy. Many 
organizations have 5 digit balances in 
their checking and saving accounts, A 
good share of this money should be 
invested in marketing square dancing 
and the best plaee to do this marketing 
is at the club level. 

The following article appeared in the 
Listen To The Caller publication, 
Volume 41, Number 10, October 2002. It 
again proves that marketing works. 

"Thanks to all who attended the city 
wide free square dance, which was a 
roaring success. There were over 100 
square dancers. callers, cuers and 31 
guests who had a good time. There 
were square dancers from every club 
in the Greater Memphis Square & 
Round Dance Association as well as 
the presence of all the callers. The 
clubs were well represented at the 
tables for the guests to get information 
concerning all of the clubs. Comments 
were very favorable from the guests for 
the cards they could take home with 
them with all the clubs listed. Most of

The ‘one on one’ mentioned in the 
above article is the selling phase of 
marketing (the other three areas are: 
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public relations, publicity and 
advertising). Every dancer is a 
salesperson and that includes you and 
me. Recently | had a biopsy performed, 
one that is only done to males, While 
the doctor was performing the biopsy 
1 was selling square dancing.

Another example that 
marketing works! 

In the same issue of Listen to The 
Caller, Rhonda Hohlt writes: 
"Normally articles for the Pleasant Hill 
Promenaders are written by Samantha 
Hohlt. Today І ‘pulled rank” and 
decided to write the article myself. I 
returned from a dance trip out of town 
recently and was encouraged 10 see 
square dancing alive and well in other 
parts of the country. The dancers | met 
were enthusiastie and refreshing. You 
сөп see in their treatment of each 
other and of me, tlie sennime love that 
they feel for cach other. They reminded 
me of when | first came into this 
activity in 1999. 

“With the new crop of 
members entering our activity, [wanted 
to remind us all of how important first 
impressions are when recruiting new 
dancers. As a relatively “new” dancer 
myself, itis important to me, and others 
like me, to feel a part of it all from the 
very beginning. Square dancing is no 
different from any other aetivity where 
humans are involved. There will always 
be those wlio raise dissension; there will 
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always be those who participate in idle 
gossip; there will always be those that 
have a “me” mentality when dealing 
with new or experienced dancers. 
Then there are those who encouraged 
and edify and uplift the fellow dancer 
in such a way that those of the kind 
listed prior are silenced by the 
kindness and love that prevails, in 
spite of pettiness and meanness. 

“I have experienced both as a 
dancer, but | am fortunate... | have 
experienced more of the love this 
community has to offer than its 
opposite. | want to thank my square 
dance friends publicly for loving me 
into this activity. I hope 1 can return 
some of what Гуе been given, by loving 
our new dancers into an activity that 
is beyond comparison. I challenge you 
to do the same." 

What wonderful words! She is righi' 
We, too, were loved into the activity, We 
second her challenge - let's love our new 
dancers into the activity. 

We started this columna with some 
negative facts about our dwindling 
numbers. However these negatives will 
soon disappear as associations and 
clubs join the marketing bandwagon 
It is working in many parts of the 
country right now, especially in the 
areas that are primarily Mainstream 
areas. If vou need help setting started 
email or eall us - we will steer you in 
the right direction.

We 
enjoyed the dancing and making 
friends with the dancers in England, 
Sweden, Denmark and Finland in 
September for 20 days. 

We took 41 dancers and were 
treated like royalty at the following host 
clubs. In Roskilde, Denmark (outside 
Copenhagen), the host club was the 
Roskilde Square Dance Club and Niels- 
Jergen, President of the club met us at 
the hotel with daughter, Henriette. They 
hopped on the coach and escorted us 
to their club house, which is owned and 
is operated by the square dance group. 
A very well organized group of callers 
and dancers working together. They 
publish a super “Square-UP” magazine 
and provide all types of western 
dancing at their club house. Our group 
of dancers were welcomed with lots of 
yellow rocks, an American flag flying 
along side the Danish flag and of course 
great refreshments. 

In Norrkoping, Sweden (on our way 
to Stockholm), the host club was "Bula's 
Bandits.” Bula & Hildegun Ericsson 
were our host and hostess, meeting us 
at the hotel. They had dinner with our 
group and made arrangements for us 
to be escorted to the dance. A super 
group of dancers gave us a very warm 
welcome when we arrived.

Declining number of dancers. Ac- 
cording to Money Magazine, Ameri- 
cans worked 14 hours more per week in 
2000 than they did in 1969. Simulta- 
neously, the number of two-career 
houscholds jumped 79% during this 
time, 15 it any wonder that this has 
helped cause all group activities, 
including square dancing, to be sharply 
down in numbers? 

Beginners class. Ramblin’ Rogues 
of Orange County, California asks 
people in beginners class who are 
having major problems, to start over in 
January if there is another class in the 
area. Reason: If these people are 
retained and allowed to graduate, 
people at the club (members and 
guests) will avoid them, thereby 
causing bad feelings all around. 

Ramblin’ Rogues has decided that 
club unity is more important than 
trying to squeeze every last dollar out 
of new dancers.

Cueing rounds. Why don't cuers 
ever sing any notes? Once square 
dance callers have learned the me- 
chanics of calling, they are taught to 
partially sing their patter by finding the 
melody line of the record. They sing 
that note along with a note or two on 
either side as they give commands, as 
well as also talking some of the calls. 

Cuers don't do this. They talk 
everything. It is extremely rare to ever 
hear a cuer sing one note. [ have asked 
a number of cuers why this is, and the 
response is always, “1 don't know, I 
never thought about it, it's always been 
done this way." 

If callers immediately sound much 
better as soon as they begin to sing some 
of their patter, isn't it logical that the 
same would be true for cuers? Note: Гат 
not suggesting that cuers sing every note 
of a round dance, merely that they sing 
some ofthe notes- ie. the ones that would 
be most comfortable for them. 

If anyone knows the reason why 
euers never sing any notes at all, I 
would enjoy hearing from you.
